R eading, Penn.. Jan. 9.—A cyclone swept, 
over th e northern section of the city today 
ami laid waste everything w ithin its reach, 
w ith a terrible lois of life. The m ost reli­ 
able com putation a t lo o’clock tonight is 
th a t not less th an 25 persons have been 
killed outright and lo o injured. T he story 
of th e calam ity is as follows: 
It rained very hard all the m orning, but 
ceased 
alm ost entirely 
towards 
noon. 
* About 4.30 o’clock t tie sun tried to pene­ 
trate th e clouds and a rainbow a f e a r e d in 
th e eastern sky, portending a beautiful sun­ 
set. T here was a clear sky overhead. This 
sontinued for half an hour and then tho 
scene changed w ith a suddenness th a t was 
appalling. The fleecy clouds gave wav to 
the signs of a com ing storm . D arkness and 
gloom settled over the city and th ere was 
an ominous stillness. 
Then th e 
wind 
w histled, roared and toro in m ad confusion. 
In the w est the tornado was seen approach­ 
ing w ith a noise of thunder. The sw ath it 
cut was not over 200 feet wide, but its effect 
w w terrible. 
Persons residing along the track of the 
storm say th at th ey saw the first signs of 
danger in a funnel-shaped m aelstrom , which 
seem ed to gather up everything w ithin its 
reach and cast it rig h t and left. Od* in the 
country houses and bam s were unrooted! 
farm outbuildings overturned, crops rooted 
up and 
Destruction Spread 
in every dire* Mon. 
It passed along th e northern border of 
Reading. First it touched the M ount Penn 
.Stove W orks, cuttin g ort a portion of the 
r. of as nicely as it it had bren done w ith a 
pair of scissors. 
T hen the 
storm cloud 
scurried across some velds, took off a por­ 
tion of th e roof of J. IL Sternbt rg h ’s rolling 
m ill, and unroofed am u n b ero f other dwell­ 
ings. It hurried across the property of tile 
Reading Railroad Company, aud crossed 
the railroad, overturning a passenger cat­ 
hud scattering its splinters in every direc­ 
tion. 
M eanwhile the rain poured down in tor­ 
rents. The atm osphere becam e heavy and 
oppressive, ana it was alm ost as dark as 
night. 
Directly along th e track of the 
R eading railroad was the paint shop of the 
road, a o n e - s t o r y building, flux! 50 feet in 
size. Here about HO men were painting 
nine passenger cars th a t had been built at 
th e 'o m p au y ’s shops in this 
city. 
The 
budding was struck square in th e m iddle 
and 
the 
brick scattered about 
as 
if 
they 
w ere 
playthings. 
The 
cars 
w ere 
turned 
tot sy-tnrvy, 
while 
the 
m en 
were 
buried 
under 
the 
debris. 
Some of the bricks were carried 
a square away. 
The cham ber of each of 
ti e passenger cars was already filled w ith 
g: s, as they were ready to be taken p u to n 
the road in a few days. These exploded, 
one after another, w ith tile report of a 
cannon. Bang! bang! they resounded over 
the city, and people ran out of th eir houses, 
thinking th at it wa* the sound of an earth ­ 
quake. A quantity of gasoline in the build­ 
ing added fuel to the flames. A sheet of 
flame shot heaven ward w ith a roar. Some 
20 of the men craw od out of the debris, but 
four of them were enveloped in the 
E m b ra c e of th e Flam e*. 
T heir cries were heard for a m om ent, and 
then were hushed forever. The m en were 
quickly roasted to death, and the fire from 
I he nine passenger cars lit up the heavens 
for m iles around. The fire d epartm ent’s 
services were unavailing. The building aud 
cars were consumed in IC m inutes, leaving 
nothing hut blackened, sm oking ruins.

W hile all tilts was going on. tile storm 
travelled on at th e rate of lo o m iles an 
hour, and unroofed a dozen private resi­ 
dences.

N ext in its path, at the corner of Twelfth 
and M arian streets, stood the Reading silk 
m ill, a huge structure, must substantially 
built, four stones in height, aud w ith a 
basem ent. It occupied an entire block of 
ground and was nearly 3on feet long and 
I CO feet wide. It was surm ounted by a 
m assive tower, fully IOO leet from the 
grouud. About 1 TC girls wore working in the 
m ill. The funnel-shaped storm cloud struck 
the building directly in the centre on 
its broadest side. It fell to pieces as it 
composed of so m any building blocks, car­ 
rying down nearly 200 hum an beings in 
th e wreck. Tile w alls gave way. the floors 
fell down, one on top en the other, aud all 
w ent to th e bottom. 
. 
Amid the hurricane, aud alm ost sim ul­ 
taneous w ith the fall of the hulloing, cam e 
th e aw ful cries for relief. Girls 
W ith B la c k e n e d F aces, 
bruised aud broken limbs, their clothing 
torn and tattered, dragged them selves from 
the ruins. So probably 75 to IOO escaped 
or were dragged o ut by their friends. These 
w orked on the upper floors, aud were 
throw n near the top of the debris. At some 
places th e bricks were piled 20 feet deep, 
and underneatli are lying tonight hum an 
bodies by the score. About 250 girls and 
young women are usually em ployed in the 
m ill, b u t at 4 o’clock about 80 were re­ 
lieved from duty for the day, aud returned 
to their homes. The m ost reliable estim ate 
of tonight places tho num ber in the build­ 
ing when it w ent down in the neighborhood 
of '75. 
The alarm for relief was im m ediately 
sent out, and iii a short tim e thousands of 
citizens arrived to help out the dead aud 
dying. 
Everything was enveloped in d ark ­ 
ness. So huge bonfires were built, which 
cast a dismal glare on the surrounding 
scene- The fire com panies left the burning 
paint shop and assisted in tho rescue of the 
dean and dying. The entire police force 
was called out w ith the am bulance and re­ 
lief corps, and a thousand people w ere at 
work am ong the debris. 
Here a young wom an was taken out., all 
bruised suffering w ith cuts and bruises. 
One bodv. as it was dragged out was head­ 
less. O thers were in various postures, the 
living all suffering from terrible wounds. 
Up to 10.30 o’clock tonight probably the 
bodies of a dozen dead have been taken 
out. while the greater portion of the re­ 
mainder were still under the ruins. 
I he 
work of rescue will he pushed all night, but 
it may be far into tomorrow before all the 
bodies are taken out. 
It seems probable 
th a t the uuinber of dead will reach 80.

EXTENT OF TU E DISASTER. 


Corrected Estim ate of the Dead and 
Injured. 
P it t s b u r g , Penn. Jan. l l . —Over 4 8 hours 
have elapsed since the terrible disaster th a t 
brought sorrow to so m any homes in this 
city, and the work of uncovering the vic­ 
tim s bas not yet been com pleted. For tw o 
days and two nights ICO men and 50 team s 
have been constantly at work, and up to IO 
o’clock this m orning the m angled rem ains 
of 14 persons had been taken from tile 
ruins. 
Four m ore aro known to be still 
buried under th e debris, aud six others are 
missing. 
O f thoinjured three have died since re­ 
m oval to tho hospital: foul others are in 
a c ritic a l condition and will not survive. 
The rem aining 32 are all doing well and 
WHI recover. 
D uring th e n ight the bodies of Charles 
M cEwen and tw o unknow n svockuren were 
recovered, and at dayiiaht the rem ains of 
th e venerable Rev. Dr. Reed, who was in 
W eldin’s store when the accident 
hap­ 
pened, were found on tim first floor of tho 
building frightfully crushed. Dr. Reed w a- 
80 years old and a prom inent resident of 
Allegheny City. 


PITTS BERO ’fit A W F U . CRASH. 


Eight Elves Lost mill Forty Tenon* 
I ta illy 
Injured. 
P it t s b u r g , 
Penn., Jan. 9.—A terrific 
storm of wind and hail, the worst know n 
for years, sw ept over the city after noon to­ 
day. carrying w ith it death and destruction. 
Suddenly in the centro of tho city there was 
a terrible crash, aud a few m inutes later 
the central lire alarm sounded a call from 
box I i, on the corner of Diamond aud Wood 
streets. H undreds of peosrte hurried to the 
scene, w hen it was found that. the cyclone 
had caught th e new building on Diamond 
street, owned by G. I . Willey, and hurled 
it to th e earth, covering up two scores of 
m angled hum an liodies. Tho building was 
in course of erection. 
It was 30 bv 80 feet 
in dim ensions and was seven stones high. 
The front, of the Pudding had not yet been 
put in. The high wails of brick and un­ 
lined m ortar were parted, one failing each 
way. partly wrecking nearly a dozen sur­ 
rounding buildings. 
Tho m ain force of tim crashing building 
was throw n against Weld in & Co.'s book 
store on Wood .street and the barber simp of 
Fred Bchomaker at ti Diamond stre e t The 
rear end of W ehlin’s store was crushed in. 
and th e front of the building was forced 
out iuto Wood street. The barber shoo 
wits com pletely dem olished. The leather

The rear end of IL 
W alt & Co.'s book store was crushed in, 
.while some of the falling structure struck

injuring a num ber of employes. A portion 
of th e wall of a m illinery store next to 
T hom as’ was caved iii and the windows and 
doors on a num ber of surrounding buildings 
were broken. Tho building of Rea Brothers 
& Co., stock brokers on the corner of Dia­ 
mond and Wood streets,w as partly wrecked 
and the occupants barely escaped. 
W ith the arrival of tho firemen , the work 
of roscuo from tho Willey building ruins 
was begun. Ladders were run up to tho 
second and third stories ot the W eldiu 
building and the first one taken out was a 
young lady employed as typew riter, who 
fortunately had 
escaped 
serious injury. 
Crowds of w illing hands eagerly took up 
the work of rescue and every little wh lo 
iresh localities, 
w here 
men 
had 
been 
caught, were found. At the tim e of tho 
disaster about 25 m en were at work on the 
building.

In the barber shop seven men wer * im pris­ 
oned, 
wtiile a 
half dozen 
more wert) 
buried beneath the debris of tile W eldin 
building. 
The hospitals 
wore notified, 
and in a 
short 
tim e 
the

am bulance hells and patrol wagons gongs 
were hoard. Contractors Booth and Flinn 
had 25 wagons and carts oil the scene in­ 
side of an hour and private expressm en lent 
their wagons and their aid in helping to 
rescue the victim s. W hen a poor unfortu­ 
nate was found he was given tem porary re­ 
lief by the physicians present and then 
carefully rem oved to one of the hospitals. 
Tho work was continued all tho after­ 
noon. and at 10 o’clock tonight a num ber of 
persons wore known to be still underneath 
th e debris. Up to thai hour 4(> m angled 
and bruised bodies bad been taken from 
tho ruins. Some wore de id, others were 
dying, and m any were fatally injured. One 
or two died on the way to the hospitals. 
From the Lest inform ation obtainable eight 
were killed outright or died iu a short tim e, 
and art others were injured. It is believed 
th at th e list of d ad will bo greatly in ­ 
creased before m orning.

A partition wall in the rear of 
W eldin & Co.’s store fell, covering up 
F ath er Canevin and three 
others, but 
fortunately they were not m uch hurt. 
The loss done by the storm in this part of 
the city will exceed $50,OGO. Terrible de­ 
struction was also w rought in other sec­ 
tions of tho city and out along the rail­ 
roads centring 
here. 
A portion of tile 
foundry of M cIntosh, Hem phill & Co. on 
T hirteenth street was wrecked, as was also a 
house in Allegheny. At Wells station, on 
the Pennsylvania railroad, a large brick 
building owned by the W estinghouse Air 
fir ake Company was partly dem olished, and 
a t W ilm erding a coal tipple was wrecked. 
At M cKeesport houses were unroofed, trees 
blown down and window- smashed. Three 
houses in course of erection were olowu to 
pieces.

At 6.45 o’clock tins evening the 
voice o f a boy nam ed G rettm an was heard, 
hut th e rescuers could not locate him .

It is feared th a t he died from exhaustion. 
Young G tiering was taken out about 9 
o’clock. 
His position was such th at he 
f'Olild not he rescued sooner, and he was 
kept alive by m eans of a rubber tube 
being run to him through which heef tea 
and whiskey were fed to him . The body of 
a colored boy was taken out of the ruins 
about 11 o’clock. He was terribly crushed. 
Of the 35 persons injured today six will 
probably die. 
It has just been learned th a t a nu t factory 
owned by Bontreger & Co., in the seven­ 
teenth ward, was blown down during the 
storm , and a m an rained Hines was kilned. 
The loss was $13, OOO. 


Guards arm ory and a num ber of dw ellings I 
were unroofed. Several persons wore se- I 
vore'y, if not fatally, burt. Barns and o u t- | 
buildings were blown down in the sur­ 
rounding country. 
It is repotted th at tho storm was very I 
severe at M echanicsburg, blowing down 
several dwellings.

LANDSLIDE IN CANADA. 


A Farmer Sees His Farm Fall Into a 
River—Neighbors Much Alarmed. 


O t t a w a , Out. Jan. 8.—Tho inhabitants 
of B erthier on Haul, a Freuch-Gaiiadian 
village in the Province of Quebec, have 
been driven iuto a state of frenzy over a 
most extraordinary disaster which occurred 
there throb days ago. A farm er nam ed Savi- 
nac. healing a rum bling sound like an ea rth ­ 
quake.rushed out of the house to find th a t the 
ground about 50 yards from hts dw elling 
war. rapidly settling. 
Almost instantly his 
barns com m enced tum bling down, crush­ 
ing hi' horses and cattle to death, and w ith 
u terrible roar the ground for several acres 
around commenced sliding toward tho 
river, into w hich it swept, carrying every­ 
thing before it for a distance of 300 yards. 
T he spot where the slide took place was 
on the side et a slope, all of which has dis­ 
appeared. w hile tho ground where the slid­ 
ing was first observed lins fallen to a depth 
of from 20 to 30 feet below the level.

B r o o k l y n , N. Y., Jan. 9.—An explosion 
a t the Citizens’ Gar* W orks this evening 
caused tire total destruction of the three 
large tanks, involving a loss of $ I OO,OOO. 
Three sm all tenem ent shanties near the 
works caught lire aud w ere destroyed. 
The explosion caused great alarm in 
South Brooklyn, and an im m ense crowd 
gathered about the works, which caught 
fire im m ediately. A second explosion oc­ 
curred, and th e people fled in all direction*. 
For a tim e it was feared th a t somo loss of 
life had occurred, but no casualties have 
been reported. 
Im m ediately after th e explosion about 
300 feet of tho roof of th e barracks at the 
navy yard fell iii w ith a loud crash, de­ 
positing the debris upon several men. For 
a second the utm ost confusion prevailed, 
especially w hen the floor gave away under 
the great strain and sank into the mess hall 
on the grouud floor, in less than a m inute 
the building was a mass of ruins, only the

Letters from Justices Bradley, Gray,

Butherford B. Hayes Alone Suggests 
One Amendment 


Several em inent jurists of th e co u n try 
have w ritten letters, published in th e Inde­ 
pendent, relating to th e question w h eth er 
the C onstitution of th e [Jutted S tates need* 
to be further am ended as th e m eans of 
m aking it a more perfect in stru m en t of 
governm ent. 
All these letter* answ er th is 
question in the negative, w ith th e exception 
of tho one from ex-Pre ident Hayes, w ho 
favor* an am endm ent th a t would ext* nd 
th e term of th e President to six years, anil 
niako him Ineligible lur a second term . 
T h sarticlo of Francis VVharton, LL. D.. is 
th e only one of any considerable length, 
anil alter going som ew hat into the history 
ot tire interpretation of th e Consultation. 
and paying a well deserved tribute to tho 
splendid judicial abilities of Chief Ju stice 
M arshall, lie crimes to a conclusion w hich 
is hero reproduced in his own words: 
"Tire Constitution 
itself 
requires 
no 
am endm ent; but w hat is required is tho 
rem oval from it of th e ‘patches’ im pairing 
its sym m etry, its com prehensiveness, its 
elasticity and its durability, w hich h av e 
been imposed on it by th e judiciary.” 
Rutherford B. Haves says: T he one prac­ 
ticable and im portant am endm ent to tho 
Constitution is to fix the term of the Presi­ 
dent at six years, aud to m ake him ineli­ 
gible for a second term .

HOW TO R N A D O ES ARE MADE. 


L ie u te n a n t F in le y ’• C le a r a n d Con* 
cise E x p la n a tio n . 
W a shington, Jan. 14.—L ieutenant Jo h n 
P. Finley of the U nited States signal ser­ 
vice, who is th e tornado expert of th e es­ 
tablishm ent. aud has published a dozen 
bocks on th e subject, gives an explanation 
of th e tornadoes w hich sw ept over P itts­ 
burg. Reading and Brooklyn inst week. 
"T hey w ere .tornadoes,” ho said. “ and it 
was a m istake to call th em 
cyclones. 
Cyclones are storm s of a very difTeren* 
kind, and belong to th e W est indies. T h e 
tornado is a funnel-shaped colum n of dis­ 
turbed air, 
generally 
about 
40 or 60 
yard* in diam eter, w hich w hirls round an d 
round upon an axis alm ost perpendicular, 
aud sw eep* across th e country. Its d estru c­ 
tive Dower is terrific. 
It form s in th e upper 
air, a few m iles overhead, and works dow u 
to the earth. Its track is generally non 
more than about 25 m iles u ntil it disap­ 
pears into tire upper air. w hence it came. 
"Tho tornadoes w hich stru ck Pittsburg, 
Reading and Brooklyn w ere evidently sep­ 
arate and distinct. T hese tornadoes ars 
loos I. aud omV in "ident* of agenera! storm , 
T he general storm lust W ednesday began iu 
eastern New Mexico, m oved directly east* 
ward 
to - 
southern 
A rkansas, 
thence 
directly 
northoasi ward 
to 
M ichigan 
and northern Canada. 
T he diam eter of 
th e general storm wa* about 600 m iles. 
The ecutre of tile genera! storm wits be­ 
tw een Chicago and G rand H aven. .Mich. 
Draw a circle of 500 m ile ’ radius from th e 
general storm centre, and you w ill find 
th at in th e southeastern quadrant of th a t 
circle tornadoes will form and will m ove 
tow ards som e point in th e n o rth eastern 
quadrant. 
At 8 o’clock W ednesday m orning th e re 
were southerly w inds and very high tem ­ 
p erature along th e south A tlantic coast. In 
Florida the tem perature was over To w hite 
in P ennsylvania it was below 3u . T he iso­ 
therm ic lino for th at day bulges upw ard a t 
Chicago 
and drops violently dow nw ard 
through Pennsylvania and no rth ern V ir­ 
ginia.

[W ritten for The W eekly O lobe.l 
T he feeding of anim al*, especially >n c in­ 
ter, is a sub e el that- presents im portant 
cons derat ohs to every farm er w ho has th e 
care of th e game. 
Feedin g is for a purpose. 
An anim a, is a 
m ach in 
for th e conversion of food ’nto 
body tissue, fat or som e other product. 
T h ese substances, th at go to m ake up th e 
food of anim als, are com posed of protein or 
album ino d principles, such as are em ployed 
in th e form ation of tissues, m uscles, ten ­ 
dons. etc., carbohydrates and fat, both of 
w hich are to the body w hat iuel is to an en ­ 
gine. Feeding, then, is carried on for the 
purposes of s d r iv in g bodily heat, bodily ; 
m ain tenance and for production. 
Au anim a at rest in good condition re- i 
Quires food to m aintain a norm al condition 
of bodily he.it. and to resto e su"li w aste as 
is m ade to ruu th e bodily m achin ery; this 
m a v be called food for m aintenam e. 
W hat Is fed beyond th is n ecessity goes to : 
production, i. e. to th e accum ulation of tat, , 
t r i o case of m il h cow s t> th e productfbn 
o f m ilk- 
A nim als that are at severe labor cause a | 
Consum ption of m uscular tissue, as w ell as 
causing a greater com b u stiop of th e h eatin g i 
elem en ts of th e body.

It is in view o f tlicse conditions and 
th e requirem ent* necessary for a proper j 
restoration of exhausted elem en ts, th at has ; 
g iv en rise to feeding rations in w h ich tho ■ 
I report ions of th e protein elem en ts to th e j 
fat and 
arbohydrates is m ade to depend j 
upon th e supposed requirem ents of th e j 
aionial.

It is w ell th at th ese m atters should be , 
understood and th at farm ers should regu , 
la te th eir feed in g som ew h at by th e condi­ 
tions aud requirem ents even if th e feeding 
is n ot in accordance w ith any fixed for­ 
m ula. 
W hile m any of th e best farm ers recognize 
the advan tage of a know ledge of th e feeding 
rations th ey do not. deem it essen tial th at 
lee*ling should tie confined to such rela­ 
tions. 
T h e application of th e principles of feed­ 
ing requ re th e exercise o t m u ch judg­ 
m ent. 
There is this im portant feature of food 
elem en ts: th at w h ile protein® m ay slipp y 
heat iii ease there is a deficiency of carbo­ 
hydrate© and fat. th e latter (an n ot supply 
inaR utnr w aste; so it is absolutely n eces­ 
sary th at a food should contain proteine 
elem ents to supply all dem ands for m uscu­ 
lar w aste. 
Most of th e food usually furnished ani­ 
m als contains more or less of all th e food 
elem ents, and, if there is a deficiency of th e 
carbohydrates and fat, th e heat 01 th e body 
m ost bo-maintained, even at the expense of 
th e proteine. 
Anim al heat is necessary to 
anim al life, and, if the iood fails to furm sh 
the m aterial, the anim al w ill glow poor 
from th e consum ption 
of 
accum ulated 
proteine suosU n ce in th e m uscles. T his is 
liable to occur in severely cold w eather and 
w hen anim als are exposed.

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DEFINING OF TERMS. 
W ater.—T he loss in w eight of a lodder by 
drying, usually at IOO to HO C. (212 to 
230 F.), is doe to th e m oisture or w ater 
w h ich th e fod cer contains. 
A sh—T i.a t part < f th e fo Ider w hich re­ 
m a in s unconsum ed by burnin r constitu tes 
th e ash or m ineral m atter. T he ash in ;re- 
d ie n t s f rm tile solid m atter of the anim al 
fiaine-w rk —bones—a d occur als > in sm all 
q u antities in th e m uscles, blood, etc. Lim e, 
phosphoric acid, p< tash. etc., constitu te the 
m in eral elem en ts of th e ash. 
A lbum inoids—T he album inoids are th e 
principal nitrogenous portions of fodders— 
th e 
m u scle 
fo r m e * —som etim es 
called 
proteine 
T he album inoid', are not know n 
to be definite com pounds, but are m ade up 
of a large nu m U r of nitrogenous products, 
w h ich have usually been classed alik e for 
feed in g punnx-es. T he ^virile of an egg. the 
ten aciou s m ass- g lu ten —w in h rem ains on 
w ash in g th e dough from w heat dour, and 
anim al m u scles are «cam ion exam p les of 
Uhs < lass of produ ts. 
.Not all of lh* nitrogenous m atter of feed­ 
in g stu n s is in th e form of album inoids, but 
often a considerable portion is in w hat may 
be term ed a transitory state know n by the 
general nam e am ides. 
A m ides are sup­ 
posed to have a less nu tritive value than 
th e album inoids. H ow ever, th ey probably 
have a greater n u tritive va ue than m any 
experim enter* have assign d to (hem . 
Crude fibre is th e w oody portion of vege­ 
tab le m atter w hich is unacted upon by 
d ilu te acids o" alka tes. C rude, fibre has 
little or no direct nu tritive value to th e 
an mal. Paper is a good illustration of al­ 
m ost pore libre. 
N itrogen-free extract is a m ixture of vari­ 
ous substances tv deli are som etim es called 
jarbohydr tes. T he sta rch es sugar-, dex­ 
trine, pectic and m u cilaginous bodies, gum s, 
etc. are th e principal substances of th is 
class. 
P at—Th© ether extract of feeding stuffs 
is a m ixture of oils, w ax, coloring m atter, 
etc. ('Olton-seed oil. linseed oil corn oil, 
etc., are com m on exam ples. 
D IG ESTIO N CO E F F IC IE N T S , 
As w e shall give the dig stih ility of the 
fodde.s. so far as th ey have been deter­ 
m ined in th is country, it m ay lie w ell at 
this tim e ah o to state w hat is m eant by th e 
term digestion coefficient, and to illu strate 
th e use of th ese figures in com pounding 
feed in g rations. 
E v the digestion coefficient is am ant th e 
p ercen t, or parts in a hundred ot lite alb u ­ 
m inoids, nitrogen-free extract, fat. crude 
fibre and aah th a t is digested by th e an i­ 
m a ls , or that pari of these w hich the ani­ 
m als tako out of th e f alder tor t esh. m ilk. 
etc , and w hich is not voided again in th e 
solid dung. 
To m a u t plain w hat Is m eant, let us take 
clover hay and in the first colum n of fig­ 
ures '-ie w ill g iv e th e analys s. and in th e 
se ond colum n th e digestion coefficient!:

than from sew in g one w eek later, and about 
17 bushels more than fr- rn either of the 
At ill later sew ings. The yield cf straw in 
each case w as at th e rate of about Boot) 
I ounds per acre. The later sow ings cam e up 
m ore quickly, and w ere but three days later 
in ripening. 
Of selected k ernels planted in rows and 
covered at depths varyin g from one to six 
inches, the more *1 allow plantings r im e up 
first, headed first and ripened a little th e 
earliest, 
The largest yield w as from seed 
covered 3 in ch 's: n ext from that covered 
4 inches; next, fro rn th a t covered I inch. 
Oats sown on a m oderately loose seedbed 
yield ed at th e rate of cc. t bushels per aero, 
about six bushels m ore than w hen th e seed­ 
bed was either more com pact or very loose. 
T he iii bronco in y eld of straw was still 
m ore iii favor of th e m oderately loose seed­ 
bed. 
T hirteen per cent, cf th e kernels of oats, 
apparently of amid quality and vitality, 
failed togo ira in a te under favorable condi­ 
tions. 
In broadcast seedin g in field plats 
little more than 55 per cent. grew in any 
case, aud an average o f o n ly ? ! p ercen t, 
grew on eigh t plats. 
T he average num ber 
of sialk s in each stool w as less than tw o in 
th e broadcast seeding. T estin g th e vitality 
of oats designed for seed should lie com m on 
practice. 
W ith th e ordinary m ethods of 
i eld culture probably les than one-iialf tho 
kernels ;ow u produce m ature plants. 


B u tch erin g H ogs. 
I b elieve that every farm er should k ill and 
cure his own m eat. 
T ins m ay not bo so 
"tony,” but 
it is not so expensive, and 
w hen you do your ow n butchering you 
m ay know w hat you are eating. 
If a m an 
w ants to butcher “lum py law ed ” cattle for 
b is own consum ption, Jet him do so, or let 
him buy canned beef if he m ust eat dis­ 
eased m eat: but Hie person w hodoes'notl ke 
lum py jawed beef w oald better butcher his 
ow n beef. 
It m ay be nice aud fashionable 
to buy sugar-cared ham ; but hoine-ciged 
ham is ch ea;er; and there are not a few 
sil k hogs hurried to m arket and not a few 
ln aiiesick by shipping, hurried w ith them 
to th e packing house. H om e-cured ham 
stands a better chance of being w holesom e. 
Professor ran horn and others have show n 
th at it is destructive of profits to feed a 
hog for tho sham bles after ho has reached 
25 • to 2 (5 pounds w eig h t T hese figures 
should m ark >he m axim um w eight of the 
hog forborne slaughtering. 
L ikely 200 to 
2*25 pounds would he a better w eight. 
A 
hog of this w eigh t m akes nice pork. cuts 
Dotter, and its m eat is more readily cooled 
aud easily cure I, 
A m an m ust establish a 
special dem and for such pork before it w ill 
pay him to feed food unusually rich in pro 
tein e to m ake pork having a large proportion 
of lean to sell. 
But lie m ay w en, I think, 
m ake such pork for hom e consum ption. 
We do wrong when w e sell t ie best of 
things and keep tho poorest for our own 
USO. 
Do not teed the hogs th e even ing before 
butchering or th e n ex t m orning. If not so 
fed their entrails w ill not be som uch dis­ 
tended, lienee m ay I e more easily rem oved. 
and w ith less danger of disagreeable acci­ 
dent. The w eather should bo m oderately 
cold th at tho can asses m ay cool readily; 
btu not severely cold, for then those w ho do 
the work m ust suffer and the tm at m ay 
freeze and it w ill not w h ile frozen “take 
the salt.” H ave th e gallow s, kegs and 
firewood all ready the day before. T he best 
arrangem ent for h eatin g w ater is tw o la'go 
iron k ettles suspended nom a pole sunport- 
ed iiy stout-forked stakes. 
The K ettles m ay 
he used for rendering out th e lard. 
h a m- 
ing th e w ater by m e us of hot rock is too 
slow and troublesom e. 
T ile best gallow s 
is a heavy post xvi h tw o m ortises cut 
through its upper end. through winch a e 
pi ssed tw o pieces, m aking fonr arm s at 
right angles. 
An easily provided arrange 
m erit lor so dding is th e farm sled staked 
dow n, and bo rd, I id on it t m ake a plat 
form. 
A gainst its re r end is leaned a large

should be near the hogshead, th at th e least 
labor may trails or th e w ater from th e k et­ 
tles to t e Ii g head.

B y far the best way of killin'; the anim al* 
is w ith a ritie. 
lf th e ball enters m idw ay 
on a lin e drawn from one eye to th e oppo­ 
site ear, an 
the lin em an is 0 feet or more 
from the anim al, so the hail w ill not range 
too m uch downward death w ill i e instant. 
A shotgun is not so sure, and dam a es not a 
little m eat. 
T he dam age to 
th e head, 
w here the load enters, is not of m uch im ­ 
portance, as the m eat c t th is place is not 
very desirable: but the shot are driven inro 
the body, and w herever one lodges there is 
a bloodclot. t hat m ay lead to the sp oilin g of 
tho m ea t Tho anim als can be killed by a 
w ell-directed blow w ith an axe. sledge or 
a m aul, but th is m ethod is not near so good 
as the use of the ritie. 
It is im portant to get th e blood w ell out 
of the anim al and at < n e. 
For "stick in g” 
J prefer a 
naiTow-bladed, sharp-pointed 
knife. 
A butcher knife nearly worn out is 
ju st the thing. 
A ss on as tho anim al drops 
g asp one ot iis forelegs in your le ft hand 
and turn it on its back. Placin g th e point 
of Hie knife on th e uijddle line of the neck 
and ust back of th e point of the jaws, force 
it down and ah o aw ay from you. toward 
th e back and Inn s of Hie anim a!.

Turn tile anim al on its side, ami if you ha e 
done the work w ell the blood w ill com e 
w illi a rush. 
D on’t put ashes in th e scalding vat.

Ashes 
are no advantage, and only increase the 
dirt to be washed from tire carcass,

m ust thou be shaved off.

If Hie scalding is properly 
done, a dull corn k n if 
is the best tool for 
rem oving th e hair, except in the creases 
and corners where you m ay rub th" ha r 
oil w ith your fingers.

A pie « of old sod land containing four 
acres of light sfhidy loam . sloping slightly to 
th e south, quite free from stone, on m y 
farm , m a r \\ est wood, N. J,, w as ploughed 
early iii May. IbKJ, thoroughly w ell liar- 
rowed, ami ;,00 pounds per acre of Hie 
Mopes' special corn fertilizer were har­ 
rowed in. 
O ne-half was planted w ith the 
prolific'Ienr-essee corn, and the other half 
w ith u w hite com from Long islauh, sim i­ 
lar iii alt respects to the orn grow n on the 
bura! farm on Long Island. T he corn was 
planted three feet apart each way. 
As soon 
as th e coni was planted duo pounds more 
of the com fertilizer wi re sown broadcast 
per acre. The land was c iltivated several 
tim es, until it was show ing the silk and 
Hie horse was hidden in the rows. This 
w as ad. Most of the stalks ha 
tw o good 
ears; the T ennessee corn average! three 
fair-sized "ars. and r om e stalks 'pad three or 
four sm all oar* in addition. The corn was 
husked by the bushel, and was carefully 
rn asured tty th e husker in the fie d and by 
rue as it was brought in.

Early C h ick en s. 
T he opening of th e new year is th e begin­ 
n in g of th e cam paign for poultry keepers in 
Hie M iddle States w ho raise broilers for th e 
early m arket. 
The know ing ones have m ade sure of a 
supply of e.,rgs by nursing their hens, and 
som e of th e hens are already an ions to 
rear a fam ily. 
A few . more am bitious than 
their neighbors h ave purchased an incu- 
I ator, have studied its ways, and are ready 
to begin business. 
The first clu tch es should com e out the 
latter part of January. From th is dat to 
Ma ch 15 lr, Hie tim e to hatch to obtain the 
cream of the prices in N ew York ami P h ila­ 
delphia m arkets, 
l o hatch and rear chicks 
at thi* usually inclem ent season is no ch ild ’s 
p la y ; it is dow nright hard work. T he prices 
obtained are generally high. as they should 
be. to cern pen sate 
lor th e expense and 
labor bestowed. 
Nome things are necessary for success in 
the broiler business. Of these we m ention: 
1. tjood egg*, eggs th at w ill hatch and 
produce health y chicks. To secure su h 
eggs the bi ced ing stock m ust be fed a varied 
diet, 
in addition to grain th ey should have 
vegetables, cut hay and 
gravel, or old 
mortar or granulated shell. 
W ith proper 
iood they m ust also have exercise. T his is 
essential, 
if huu cd or confined in close 
quarters various devices m u st be devised to 
keep them busy. 
2. Good si Hers and properly m ade nests. 
T here is generally but little room for choice, 
but when there is. heavy and clum sy hens 
should be discarded. An old barrel o r a 
deep box with soft hay or straw rn th e bot­ 
tom m akes a good nest. T he hay should be 
’tramped down and nicely hollow ed out. 
If 
too shallow th e eggs w ill roll out, if too 
deep th ey w ill crowd 
together and be 
broken when tile hen steps in to th e nest. If 
an incubator ne used it should run at an 
even tem perature, riot lower than to o nor 
higher than 105 . as near as possible to 103 . 
3. Good care of tim sitters. 
T ile nest 
should be in a house or shed protected from 
extrem e cold. It is laborious but prudent to 
tako tho sitters o il daily and put th em on 
again after they havo been fed and watered. 
From lo to 20 m inutes is long enough to 
air the eggs. 
In a very cold snap, every 
other day is often enough to take th e hens 
off, 
4. Good co u>s. T hey should be roomy, 
storm proof and have dry 
cor*. It is w ell 
to set them in a sunny shed. 
If there is no 
shed to set them under, a sm all glass-cov­ 
ered run should be attached for the use of 
th e clucks. 
6. Good care. For th e first few days the 
chicks m ust by kept warm. By putting the 
lien w ith her fam ily in a box, the bottom 
of w hich is co - ©red w ith sand, aud setting 
lier in a sunny place in a house or shed she 
w ll h o'or the chicks nearly all th e tim e. 
W hen she becom e* restless and w ants to 
fly out of th e box transfer the brood to the 
coo p. See th at th e little birds are w ell pro­ 
tected at ffight. 
(I. Hood feed. Stale bread m oistened w ith 
m ilk is good for a first feed. Th s need not 
bo supplied for I J or even 24 hours after 
th ey are hatched. 
G ive no sloppy food. 
Supply w ater to drink and give the food 
dry. G ive crushed w heat and crac’ od corn 
at first, and later on w hole w heat and 
era ked corn, T hey lik e cooked food. 
A 
w holesom e cake can be m ade of tw o pounds 
corn m eal. one of bran or m iddlings, one of 
ground m eat, tw o ounces of bone m eal, a 
teaspoonful of salt and a little baking pow­ 
der. 
Baku and feed dry.—[Farm Journal.

lf you d on ot use all, you can 
scil at a profit. 
Buy in N ew York. Chicago

lf in haste to m ake 
vinegar, fill th e 
barrels only n aif full of cider.I have known 
it to m ake rn a few m onths thus, when if 
iii en Hie euler would not have changed 
m uch. 
It is contact w ith air that m akes 
vinegar, thus if tho barrel is full and bunged 
up it gets no air. 
W hen once you have vinegar m ade do not 
m ove 
or 
disturb 
the 
vinegar barrels, 
dim ply draw off the larger part through the 
spigot and place in a fresh barrel for de­ 
livery to purchaser; then at once refill tho 
o d barrel with cider. T ile m other rem ain­ 
in g in it will soon convert th e new m aterial 
into vinegar. If yon should sell th e \ inegar 
in the barrel in w inch it was made, von 
would soli the m otlier, w hich is worth’ to 
you as m uch as Hie vinegar. 
Then your 
vinegar would be disturbed in m oving it. 
all riled, and it takes m untlis for vinegar

settlin gs to bother tile purchaser, lie is 
better pleased, and you are th" richer. 
We use one large tank, but prefer barrels, 
for w e can rem ove the barrels out into th e 
held in sum m er to get more heat, m aking 
vinegar m uch faster, w hereas the tank can ­ 
not he rem ove I. W hen the tank vinegar is 
m ade w e draw the larger part off. then refill 
th e sam e as w ith barrels. A lw ays paint Hie 
iron hoops of tho i arrels before putting in 
vinegar or cider, or th ey w ill rust and w eak­ 
en. 
Properly can d for and kept filled 
ar* 
rein w ill last m any years- m uch longer than 
if loll em pty part of the tim e. 
The am ount of vinegar consum ed is enor­ 
m ous—a large fam ily w ill consum e more 
then tw o barrels per year. T his m akes a 
good dem and, not only irom tho cities, but 
irotn th e village stores, and strange to relate 
from the farm ers, w ho often buy vinegar, 
and allow tneir at pics to rot in th e orchard. 

M ake a good 
article. Get a good reputation for it.

M ansfield, Conn., acts upon 
th is, and its second bu lletin gives an ac­ 
count of experim ents institu ted und under 
w ay w inch bear upon th at first of questions 
w ith us in our brief, hot sum m ers—how 
m oisture m ay he retained in th e soil in 
order to prevent hindrances or fatal stop­ 
pages of gp wth. 
From A ugust 15 to 31 
w as th e only part of 
last sum m er dry 
enough at M ansfield for a test. 
D uring 
those 15 days h eavy soil, not stirred, lost by 
evaporation 
nearly 7-4 
inches deep of 
water, 
w ith th e surface stirred it lost but 
5-4. L ight soil lost m uch loss—5-4 w hen 
unstirred, and 3-4 inch w hen stirred. 
The good effect of stirring tho surface tw o 
in d ie s deep. or, better, if four, is explained 
by its m ak ing soil pores too large for the 
ascent of th e soil w ater to th e surfacer by 
capillarity, and as a :r enters th ese openings 
freely it keeps th e soil cooler by its non-oon- 
ductivenesH, and Olton adds to its m oisture 
by dew deposit (condensation of its vapor.) 
A study of th e statem en s in th e bulletin 
w ill prove rich in ' seed thought" on th is 
m ain point in soil culture and on the valua­ 
tion of s o ils - w h ich are good or poor not 
fiiei oly iii proportion to th e fertility con­

valuable foo l ingredients than corn, w hile 
ens Iago stands tar below tim othy or corn 
stev er, and com parative y h ttle lie ttc r th rn 
m angolds, excep t n its am ount of nitrogen- 
free extract.—[G erm antow n Telegraph.

ally adm itted th at th ey h ave a better 
chance in A m erica than elsew here. 
An at­ 
tem p t has be. n m ade by th e w riter to be­ 
com e possessed of facts relating to th e 
high er salaries paid to wom en. 
T he wom an to head th o list of salary 
earners is M ss M ary Louise Booth. F iv e 
thousand 
dollars 
a year seem s a very 
m odest sum for a w om an of her attain ­ 
m ents and acknow ledged pre-em inent posi­ 
tion to receive. 
Harper Brothers’ glory has 
been increased tenfold by th e w eigh t of 
M iss Booth’s w orth, ability and personality. 
Bile becam e editor of th e Bazar at th e first 
m om ent of its com ing into existen ce, and 
for nearly 22 years has directed its course 
as a power of stren gth in hosts of fam ilies, 
Mias 
Booth’s 
atten tion 
w as 
turned 
toward 
literature 
not because she w as 
driven to lier work by force of circum ­ 
stances, poverty and want* but from abso­ 
lu te love of books and a talen t for using her 
kn ow ledge. Stie began m ak in g translations 
from tiro Germ an and French w h ile very 
youn g and before there w ere m any trans­ 
lators in tho field. 
O ne of th o m ost rem ark­ 
able feats that eith er she or any one elro ever 
accom plished w as to translate a work such 
as Count Agenor de G asnarin’s “U prising of 
a G reat P eople,” w hich sh e did w ith in seven 
davs from th e tim e it w as put into hor 
hands.

lier davs, but after she had Had sufficient 
rest th e sim ple country life grew irksom e 
and she returned to th e school she had 
le ft at a salary of $900 per year. the only 
position open. She again m ade strides in 
her profession, and is now principal of 
public school No. 8 at a salary of $2260. 
Bhe bas n ever been ill a day of her life, and 
states w ith pardonable pride that she never 
rem ained in bed through tiro day but once, 
and th at was w hen she was returning from 
Europe Inst sum m er. 
T he w eather was 
rough, and. in order to escape th e sea sick ­ 
ness. she kept th e horizontal position in her 
berth.

Perfect health 
has undoubtedly aided Miss H um phrey to 
her success. 
Miss H. N. Morris is probably th e wom an 
w ho com es n ex t in th e list of those w ho re­ 
ceive high salaries in public schools, and 
again th e school is in Brooklyn, x e w York 
being decidedly in arrears iii th is branch of 
wom an's work. 
Miss Morris graduated at 
tile O sw ego Normal School, and w as vale­ 
dictorian of lier class. Bite began teaching 
in L eavenw orth. Kan., and belore she had 
been in th e school a year was taken from 
tho low est prim ary and placed as pr ncipal 
of the school. About th is tim e she refugi d a 
call to th e State Norm al School of Kansas in 
favor <k‘ th e sister of Senator Plum b. Bhe 
becam e principal of public school No. 82 in 
Brooklyn, alter having bu ilt u p the school 
from 250 pupils to I SOO. 
Bhe took the posi­

M iss L ydia F. W adleigb, th e superinten­ 
dent or tiro Norm a C ollege in N ew York, 
w’iio died recently, was th e recipient of 
$2409 a year, and th e lade w ho I,as suc­ 
ceeded lier receives tiro sam e am ount. 
Mis. D ella Lathrop W illiam s of C incinnati. 
Ohio and Miss H arriet Morris of Brooklyn, 
graduates of the O swego N ational C ollege, 
each receives $2009. 
"Tiro largest salaries paid to a wom an in 
th e schools of P h iladelph ia.” w rites th e 
superintendent of public school* in that 
city, "is $1800. Thera are tw o w om en on 
m y staff assistant superintendents w ho re­ 
ceive th at salary.

T here are three assistant super,n- 
teud en ts w ho receive $3000 each, and nine 
principals of gram m ar schools who receive 
S2175 a year. 
Special teachers receive 
from $1(300 to $2000 annually. 
W om en 
teaching in private schools earn considera­ 
bly lea-. T hey have not to be Primed w ith 
such perfect qualifications, or to pass as 
rigid exam inations as for th e public schools.

A new occupation for a wom an is that of 
being a clergym an’s assistant. 
She accepts 
th e du ties which would naturally fall upon 
tho w ife of a parson in a country tow n, trot 
which m ust be m uch too arduous for the 
w ife of a m inister of a city parish. The 
“assisian t” receives th e salary of an ordin­ 
ary school teacher— about $ I <>00. Bhe visits 
the sick, jjroes to funerals, and lends a help­ 
ing hand in cases of need iii Hie hom es both 
of tho poor and the rich. 
She is naturally a 
w om an of ready sym pathy, unobtrusive 
an c of unruffled tem per. 
There are generally a few indiv duals in 
every profession or occupation iii w hich 
w om en are engaged w ho attain really tfieli 
salaries. 
N ursing, w hen ii was first en ­ 
tered upon as a profession for w hich train­ 
ing w as necessary, m ade it possible for 
w om en to receive from 810 to $26 a week. 
One wom an, w ho is regarded 
as being 
alm ost as capable as a physician, has re­ 
ceived as high gs $50 a w e e k ; but that was 
only 
for 
exceptional 
and trying cases 
Now th at traili ng schools are starting 
up all over 
th e 
country and w om en 
nurses have becom e so num erous, prices 
have been reduced, and the m axim um aum 
m ay be said tobe$2<>. 
"Men nnd women 
nurses are pa’d about a lik e,” s id the ch ief 
of the com m issioners of charities and cor­ 
rections. "Indeed, so m uch is th ou gh t of 
wom en as nurses th at m en are no longer to 
serve iii th at capacity in som e of th e hos­ 
pitals.” Mrs. Thom pson, w ho n a sa salary 
of $900 as typew riter at the office of tile 
com m issioners, is one of the few wom en 
who is satisfied w ith tilin gs as they are. Bhe 
m odestly says of herself: 
“I am paid as 
m uch as I am worth. 
I am one of th e few 
wom en w h o ih tn k that w om en receive w hat 
they deserve.” 
There a r e a certain num ber in th e busi­ 
ness houses who are raid w-11 for th eir ser­ 
vices. These are t he w om en who go abroad 
to buy for their departm ent- or ceria n 'lit­ 
ters” in the dressm aking rooms. There is 
at least one w m an rn N ew Y ork w ho re­ 
ceives $76 a w eek for bor skill iii the latter 
departm ent in one of th e leading stores of 
th is city. 
She is assigned to the very best 
work, the m ost expensive m ater,als and 
naturally tiro richest custom ers. 
Bhe has 
hor own clientele, and it is ber ability to 
draw trade to tiro establishm ent w hich 
gains for her the position. The "buyers" 
already spoken of receive $40 a w eek, w ith 
their expen es paid, if the departm ent is 
not an im portant one, and from $00 to $75 
if tiro departm ent is im portant

A DECISION AGAINST TRUSTS. 
Judge BA RR I TT o f the New York Su­ 
preme Court has rendered a decision which 
threatens to destroy tho very existence oi 
trusts. 
In the case of the people against the 
North Rivet Sugar Refining Company he 
has granted the application of the people 
and annulled the charter of the company. 
The decision referred in form to tins par­ 
ticular case only, but the grounds on which 
it w as based are such that it will apply to 
every corporation included in the sugar 
trust or any other trust. 
Judge B a r r e t t holds that a trust is not 
a combination of individuals or firms for a 
lawful purpose, but an illegal combination 
of corporations. This is show n conclusively 
in the case of the sugar monopoly by the 
deed of trust, which admits none but char­ 
tered corporations. Tho defence set up the 
plea that tho trust was not the result of any 
official action of the corporations, but of 
the unanimous action of the individual 
stockholders thereof. The judgo quickly 
dismissed this technical plea, however, with 
a comraoD-scnse remark to the effect that 
the stockholders are the corporation, and 
whatever they do unanimously the corpora­ 
tion has done. 
The law cannot permit any such combina­ 
tion of corporations. The State creates the 
corporation for a specific purpose and in a 
specified iorm. When it merges its indivi­ 
duality in a trust it renounces the only legal 
status it has, aud virtually throws up its 
charter. For these reasons Judge Barrett 
grants the motion of the people to annul 
the charter of the corporation. 
It remains to be seen whether Hip trusts 
ean find some way to exist without forfeit­ 
ing the charters of the separate corporations 
composing them ; but in any case Judge 


B a r r s t t ’s decision is a great victory for 
the people. And, b y the wav, it ought to 


b e a surprise to Mr. B l a i n e , who declared 
that "trusts are private affairs.” 


A VICTORY FOE BIMETALLISM. 
Mr. Manton Marble has written to the 
New York World from Palermo a lengthy 
and scholarly letter in support of the 
bimetallic theory- that is, that silver should 
be made "as good as gold” and favored 
with all the privileges of tree coinage and 
full legal tender quality, the same as gold. 
The letter serves, first of ail, as a re­ 
m inder to the great public that the "cur­ 
rency question,” which was debated with 
so much heat ten years ago, is not yet set 
tied, and the fierce conflict is liable to 
break out again at any time. The passage 
of 
the so-called 
"B’aud 
bill,” which 
gave 
us 
our 
present 
silver 
dollars 
and 
compelled 
their 
coinage 
at 
the 
rate 
of 
not 
less 
than 
$2,000,000 
a 
month, was merely a truce, so far as this 
country is concerned. The opponents of 
the bill predicted monetary disaster as a 
consequence of its enforcement, but their 
predictions have not been realized, and 
thus the logic of facts is certainly on the 
side of the bimetallists. But the opposition 
to silver coinage in this country, though 
sileHjCed in a measure by the failure of all 
its predictions, is by no means dead, and at 
the first favorable occasion it will undoubt­ 
edly renew its attack on silver coinage, 
which mouometai lists in general regard as 
a more masked battery for rank green- 
backism. 
It is with Ute international aspects oj the 


proved experimentally that silver and gold 
Can circulate on equal terms without much 
reference to tho ratio of IC to I, provided 
the government gives silver equal privi­ 
leges with gold. The same would doubtless 
prove true everywhere were it not for the 
conspiracy against Sliver which most of the 
world’s governments have entered into. 
However, Mr. M a r b l e is unquestionably 
right in regarding the report of the British 
gold and Silver commission as a great 
victory for bimetallism. Perhaps it is some­ 
thing m ore-an indication from the most 
conservative source that tho time is ap­ 
proaching when the world will no longer 
cherish tile delusion that of all the valuable 
things that nature has vouchsafed to man 


o n ly one or two are fit for use a s measures 
of value or mediums of exchange. 


LOWES CALIFORNIA. 
Congressman VANDEVER of California is 
about to introduce into tho House a resolu­ 
tion directing the committee on foreign af­ 
fairs to investigate the subject of the pur­ 
chase of Lower California by tho United 
States, and, if deemed expedient, to report 
a bill for the purpose. 
It is said that the Mexican government 
would scil Lower California to the United 
States for $20,000,000. Already American 
capitalists own millions of acres of it, ono 
of the largest owners being Senator ll karst 
of California, it would not be strange if 
these American landowners were at the 
bottom of the scheme, their object being to 
enhance the value of their lands by bring­ 
ing the whole country under the domain of 
the more 
enlightened and progressive 
nation. 
It is not easy to sec just what the United 
States wants of Lower California that it 
should pay $20,000,000 for the privilege of 
governing it. It is a barren, rocky country, 
presenting to the eye a picture of unspeak­ 
able desolation much resembling that which 
powerful telescopes reveal on the surface of 
the moon, in the valleys and slopes towards 
the sea vegetation here and there finds 
nourishment, but by far the greater part of 
the peninsula is barren and rough beyond 
description. Throughout its 750 miles of 
length is one chain of rocky mountains, and 
they fill nearly all its width, which varies 
from 20 to 150 miles. It is tile only part of 
Mexico which has not a State government. 
The population is too scanty to warrant it, for 
there are only a few villages and no place of 
importance in the whole territory. 
One of the pleas made for tho annexation 
of Lower California to the United States is 
that "the mountains are filled with rich 
deposits of gold aud silver,” This may 
sometime prove to be true, but hundreds if 
not thousands of shrewd aud hardy Amer­ 
ican miners have already prospected tho 
country in search of the precious metals, 
and have never yet found them in quanti­ 
ties sufficient to pay for working. The argu­ 
ment which w ill probably have most weight 
is that the peninsula runs well down into 
he tropics, and it is in tropical territory 
that the United States is chiefly deficient. 
Cape San Lucas, the southern point, reaches 
the twenty-second parallel of north lati­ 
tude, Considering the arid, volcanic char­ 
acter of the place, however, it would be 
much more to the advantage of the United 
States to 
annex territory in tho West 
Indies; say Cuba, or Hayti, or a number of 
the smaller islands. 
And to this result 
“manifest destiny" will probably bring un 
at last. Our present quarrel with Hayti 
may, indeed, be the prelude to the acquisi­ 
tion of that beautiful and fertile country by 
the United States.

VIRGINIA AND HER CREDITORS. 
The Kandolph-Macon College of Aslilaud. 
Va., is bestirring itself with the purpose of 
paying off the State debt, particularly that 
part held by English iuvestors. Assuming 
that the debt is au honest one, which we be­ 
lieve is a m atter of dispute, the ob'ect is 
good, and the conduct of the college or its 
professors is worthy of praise. 
But it seems as if the traditional “State 
nride” of Virginia cannot be greatly flat­ 
tered by the wording of the appeal which 
has been addressed to the foreign bond­ 
holders by Mr. It. M. S m it h , of the college 
at Ashland, apparently in behalf of that 
college and others. It is a begging letter. 
"Please make us an offer that would create 
kindly feelings” ; "do not require us to get 
up some enthusiasm and then wait, wait 
in uncertainty until we hear whether you 
will meet us kindly and friendly” ; “our 
State deserves a great deal of sympathy” : 
"make 
us 
a 
generous 
offer” ; "make 
your offer to us without expressing any 
criticism of 
tile State"; “let there be 
nothing in your reply to cause division or 
irritation.” 
These are only a few of the 
begging expressions that occur in almost 
every line of the circular. If they are Hie 
unauthorized work of one man, it does not 
m atter; if they in any sense represent Vir­ 
ginia. they show that "State pride” is at a 
very low ebb. 
Tiro only practical suggestion made is that 
the British bondholders should take Vir­ 
ginia land in payment. The suggestion can 
hardly lie regarded as a good one. Virginia 
would much better keep lier creditors as 
bondholders than make them absentee

Exlravngant Prices that Prevailed in 
the Karly Gold-Mining Day*. 
[B ancroft’s California.] 
A m;in would pay $300for ahorse worth SO 
a month before, ride it to the next camp, 
turn it loose and buy another when he 
needed one. providing he could scrape from 
the ground th& cost of tho animal more 
easily than he could pay for the feed of one 
for a week or two. Again, it is related that 
on tho Tulare plains an emigrant sold his 
cart and a pair of oxen to a Frenchman for 
SttOO. 
The gold 
was weighed 
in 
im­ 
pi*’vised scales, and the emigrant fancied 
the Frenchman was cheating him, but said 
nothing. 
< >n reaching Sutter’s Fort he weighed the 
gold again, and found it worth $20u0. 
Of 
articles in continual request sales are re­ 
ported of flour at $800 a barrel, and of 
sugar, coffee and pork at $400 for the same 
bulk. A pick, shovel, tin pan, pair of boots, 
blankets, a gallon of whiskey brought $100 
each. Eggs w ere83 each; drugs in liquid 
form, $ I a drop; pills, f l e a Ii: a doctor's 
vi-rit, $100 or $50. or nothing; a cook’s 
wages, $25 a day; the hire of a wagon and 
team, $50 a day; the hire of a rocker, $150 
a day. A box of sardines iii 1848 cost at a 
Colima store. $10; a pound of hard broad. 
$1 ; a bottle of ale, $8 total, $26, for a mod­ 
est luncheon. 
Now for tho resultant prices even in tho 
great market and port of entry, San Fran­ 
cisco—this. too. although lood was abun­ 
dant at tho sources of supply, the cost 
accruing mainly from the difficulty of con­ 
veying it. AC the City Hotel you paid $ I 
for a meal consisting of a small si ce of 
boiled beef, indifferent bread and worse 
coffee. Now and then a guest would buy a 
potato for 25 cents. At Ward’s Hotel ti 
plate of Julienne soup cost $1. an omelette 
$2 . At Ward’s the price of a room without 
board was $250 a w eek; for one of a dozen 
or 50 bunks in a lodging-room you might 
have to pay $50 weekly. 
Offices and stores w ore leased for sums 
ranging ob high as $0000 a month. 
A cel­ 
lar i 2 feet square could be it ad for a law 
office at $250 a month; for deskroom of Ave 
feet at the end of a counter the price was 
SMK). A moderate charge for board and 
lodging of the humblest kind was $50 a 
month. On the other hand, the prices of 
wine were low, compared with those of food 
and m alt liquors, owing to large importa­ 
tions. Titus, although ale, porter and eider 
were quoted at $2 a bottle, claret, sherry 
and Madeira stood at $2, $3 and $4 respec­ 
tively, while champagne and old port could 
be had in pint bottles at SIRGO and 81.75. 
Whiskey and brandy were very low, so 
were raisins and cigars. 
Naturally, the rise in tile value of Fan 
Francisco real estate would be analagous, 
More than one instance Is recorded of 
property selling at $40,000 or more which 
two years before cost $15 or SIH . 'lo a 
sailor named Hicks tho gold excitement 
recalled the unwilling purchase In Yerba 
Laona of a lot which, off coming back in 
] 8 4 ;l he found worth a fortune. His son 
sold half of it some years later for nearly a 
quarter of a million. There Is another 
story of a lot sold for $18,000. which two 
years 
earlier 
had 
been 
bartered 
for

barrel 
of 
whiskey.

data 
bearing on the building of

Francisco 
are 
presented

the 
"Statem ent" of H. F. Williams (page 166), 
who opened a carpenter’s shop in 1849. 
In November of that year he paid 812 a day 
to any one who could handle a saw or ham ­ 
mer. Buildings now costing $2500 were 
then contracted for at $21,000. I ho cost 
even of sidewalks may ho inferred from the 
/act that one laid from Montgomery street 
to the mail steamer office was made of 
boxes of flrst-dass Virginia tobacco, con­ 
taining IOO pounds each. that could have 
been solo for 7 5 cents a pound. Tobacco in 
boxes was found to be the cheapest founda­ 
tion for small buildings. Some Chili beans 
sunk tor a crossing on Broadway would 
have made a fortune for the owner a few 
weeks later.

T h e A It C of Cookery. 
We m ust first consider what the term 
cookery means. Cooking is the preparation 
of food by the application of heat in some | 
way. In olden times this heat came from j 
the sun, and food was prepared by being 
dried in the sun. 
The question of tho 
relation of animal heat to food Is aho an in­ 
tl resting one. though not often considered. 
It is a fact that eggs. milk and some other 
articles of food would not be titled for our 
use except for the agency of animal heat. 
Iii pre-ant times we use for moi wood. 
coal, oil or gas. which arc consumed in some 
sort 
bf 
store. 
A 
portable 
range 
Is 
usually preferred to a brick set range, be­ 
cause more easily managed. The range or 
stove Is the most necessary article in a 
kitchen, and later iu the course we will 
speak more at length of the construction of 
tiffs article and its management. 
What is the next most essential thing? 
I should say a stove-lifter, a poker, and a 
narrow shovel. Then one should have a 
dripping pan and a copper-bottomed or 
nickel-bottomed tin teakettle. Never use 
an iron kettle, aud a copper kettle takes too 
much time to keep polished. 
Then have arrangements for blacking the 
stove, Have a basket or a box about as 
large as a starch box. Keep the nox and 
the handles of the brushes clean, wear a 
glove or a paper bag on the hand. and tho 
blacking of a stove will be robbed of half 
its terrors. Beep the stove well polished 
as the blacking tills the pores of tho iron, 
preserves it and helps retain the heat. 
The provisions for water should come 
next. The Height of sink and work table 
are very important, and are rarely made 
right unless some woman directs the car­ 
penter. They should be of such a height 
that the worker ueed hoi bend or stoop 
over her dish u ashing or cooking. 
Don’t have the« sink closed up beneath. 
Under the sink becomes a dark pokey 
place and the things kept there can usually 
be placed somewhere else 
ust as well. 
Have a wide shelf beneath the sink, and if 
in a corner ha\ e three corner shelves for 
oil cans, etc. Have also a table if possible 
at each side of the sink. 
It not convenient 
Have T w o Shelves Above tile Sink, 
one for lam pi, etc.; the lower one wide 
enough to hold tho dirty dishes to bo 
washed. 
Have three kinds of soap for the kitchen 
sink- 
First, toilet soap for the hands; 
second, some good mineral or sand soap for 
scouring; and third, the soap for wash­ 
ing. 
The 
last 
may 
be 
nut 
into a 
soap shalier so that no pieces may bo left to 
soak and waste iii the water. A teapot from 
which the nose has been broken makes a 
good dish for soap. But the bits in tho pot, 
pour hot water over and tile soapy water 
will come from the little strainer opening in 
the side. 
A sink strainer is also a necessity. A pan 
punched full of holes.au old vegetable or 
si up strainer or the new patented article 
may be used. Everything poured into the 
Binit should be run through this, and the 
solid refuse burned up and never allowed to 
go into the sink spout, 
Havo a wire dishcloth, a dishmop and a 
good new washing dishcloth. 
Don’t use 
old linen cloths, nearly worn out, as they 
are so full of lint. .Several thicknesses of 
mosquito netting quilted together makes a 
good cloth. 
A hand basin and a "handy” basin should 
both be found in the sink; the first, as its 
name indicates to be used only for the 
hands, the other for odd jobs, to wash up a 
spot on the floor or to do a little cleaning. 
An iron sink should be scrubbed thor­ 
oughly and then rubbed over with a tag 
wet in kerosene oil. 
A great many people prefer a soapstone 
sink, but they have also many objections. 
For a refuse pail or pan, use a natl with a 
tight-fitting cover if you have much of it. 
The best way, however, is to burn up all 
refuse as you go along. This can always 
be done if a little care be taken to watch op­ 
portunities to do this at times when it will 
not do any harm to deaden the fire a litt.e. 
A large quantity can be burned in the fur­ 
nace. 
Tile Broom St anti* tit tile Head 
of the cleaning arrangements. 
A long- 
handled brush broom is needed; also brushes 
for stove aud door, for windows, furniture 
and cleaning ditoes. Always have brushes 
put up with bristles down. 
For dish towels use the checked red and 
white towels. Tins should bo so clean that 
they may bo wiped on a white dish towel. 
Only spiders and broilers should be wiped 
with the dishcloth. 
Many people think 
tins may lie washed, wiped with tho dish 
cloth and then seton the stove todry. The re­ 
sult is that the lieut melts out all the rosin 
about the seams aud edges and the tin is 
soon ruined as well as discolored. 
Have towels for the oven to reach around 
dishes, etc., made from old dishcloths 
folded down 
and run together. 
Sink 
cloths and floor cloths are also necessary, 
and all these varieties of cloths and towels 
should be so different that they should 
never by any possibility get mixed up. 
For work tables have a high table for 
work which must be done standing; also a 
low table and low chair for work to be done 
sitting down. This last may be a folding 
table if desired. 
The dress for the kitchen must depend 
on circumstances, lf one goes down to the 
Kitchen to do all Hie work, a wash

To give a thorough blacking, how­ 
ever it, is better to take a less busy time, 
making a slight fire of paper;

There is first a 
firebox, and back of this is an oven with 
one oven-door range), or two oveu-dooTs (a 
stove). Under the firebox is a double re­ 
ceptacle; one into which the fire may bo 
dumped, and a grate beneath through 
winch tho ashes silt into tne ashpan be­ 
neath.

fritters, mushroom omelet. 
Chicken w ith Matarnr.i, 
Pingo and cut the chicken into pieces tot 
serving. Dredge with pepper, salt and flour 
Fry several slices of salt pork and brown 
tho chicken in the fat. Then put it into the 
the stewpan, cover with hot water and sim­ 
mer unt I tender. Remove the chicken and 
skim off the tat. Brown I tablespoon bul­ 
ter, add I tablespoon flour and pour on tbs 
bot chicken liquor. Add I teaspoonful salt 
and I ealtspoonful pepper and I teasi orftifnl 
lemon juice. Boil j c u p macaroni in boil­ 
ing sa ted water until tender. Drain, add 
the chicken gravy and boil IO minutes. 
Serve with the chicken. 
The pin feathers should be carefully re­ 
moved and the front singed. In order ta 
tell a chicken from a fowl examine the end 
of the breast bone. 
Often maiketmen 
break this bono in order to deceive rn regard 
to tiro age ol the Jowl, but they rims de­ 
ceive no one who knows anything about 
poultry. 
.Separate the legs from the body, then thq 
wings; then separate the back from tbs 
breast, breaking the joint. This makes if 
unneces ary to remove what is inside, until 
the chicken is broken. 
I hen separate tho 
neck from the ribs, cutting through the 
ribs w here they s- em to be jointed, then 
break the Aroast from the neck. 
Miss Ma iiard prefers that the breast 
should remain whole in fricasseed chicKeu, 
so that it may be carved at table. The m ar­ 
ket men often cut it. With tiro neck tho 
c op and windpipe are removed. The 
gizzard and heart should lie cooked. UsfE 
ally the second joint is separated from tho 
leg.In putting tiro chicken into the kettle put 
the hack and neck down, for the skin will 
stick readily and burn, and hence spoil, ru t 
them in upside down, and it makes a frame­ 
work for the rest. 
For a young chicken an hour is sufficient 
to cook. 
The chicken liquor should boil down 
about three parts. 
This manner of serving chicken is very 
fine. The rules applies to turkey also. 
S p in a c h . 
W ash and pick over 
Vs peck spinach. 
Cook without water until tender. Drain 
and chop fine. Melt 2 tablespoonsful butter 
in a frying pan, add the spinach, I table­ 
spoonful flour. I tablespoonful salt and I 
salt spoonful pepper. Cook 5 minutes. Then 
add I cup milk. Nerve in fried bread cases. 
The reason given by MBs Maynard for 
presenting this dish at this time is that 
spinach served in this manner is very 
fashionable for luncheons this season. 
Green spinach is used for it, and a certain I 
kind of rolls. 
The rolls should be stale and be entirlv. 
covered with a crust, and then remove a ll' 
the soft centre and fill with spinach. 
I 
Put tho spinach in a stewpan w ithout 
water and let it heat up gradually on tiro 
hack of the stove. If it is put on the front 
of the stove the great amount of watei 
there is in the spinach will all boil out and 
it will be ruined. 
Bo ling spinach in this way does not make 
it green, lf desired green put it in boiling 
water, but that removes much of the salt 
and desired flavor. 
This is really a white sauce with the 
sninach iii it. but it must be very thin. ll a 
very deep pan is used the m ilk is first 
healed. 
[Spinach may be made a little thinner 
when served this way. 
AY hen the spinach cuts easily with a fork 
it Is done. 
This can be prepared some time before 
luncheon. 
(Another popular thing at luncheon now is 
Swedish thimbles. Stewed lobster is also 
popular at luncheon. This is something 
like patties. The rolls can then be made 
very short, so as to cut with a fork, and filled 
with creamed oysters or chicken. 
This is a delicious dish. 
Escalloped Oy*ter«. 
Wash and drain I pint oysters, moisten I. 
cup cracker crumbs with Vs cup molted 
butter. Put a layer of crumbs in a buttered 
baking dish, then oysters; season with sa lt, 
and pepper; repeat, having buttered crumbs* 
on top. Bake 20 to 30 minutes. 
There is a decided difference between a 
third of a cmp of melted butter and a third 
of a cup of butter melted, and this fact 
should be kept in mind. 
lf it is desired to make a lar^e dish of oys­ 
ters, milk may be used to moisten and less 
oysters used, but the oysters are sufficiently 
moist usually of themselves. 
When wine is used it should he added 
when It is done, as if put in while it is 
being cooked it gives a bitter taste. 
A thin laver ol cracker crumbs should be 
placed between the layers of oysters, and a 
thick layer of crumbs on top. 
Homo prefer bread crumbs to cracker 
crumbs, but the bread is more "mushy.” 
These oysters are rather dry, but very 
nice. 
This dish is done when the moisture is 
bubbling up all over the oysters. 
Allow an hour for cooking each quart ol 
oysters. 
Mushroom Omelet, 
Make the sa u c ily malting I tablespoon*, 
ful butter; add Va tablespoonful flour, pour 
on slowly 2 a cup brown stock, add 4 table­ 
spoonsful chopped mushrooms, season with 
pepper and salt. To make the omelet beat 
the yolks of 2 eggs well, add 2 tablespoons­ 
ful m ilk. Va teaspoonful salt, I saltspoonful 
pepper and the beaten whites of 2 eggs. 
Cook rn a buttered omelet pan. When ready 
to fold spread with mushrooms and some 
ol the sauce. Fold over and turn out. Serve 
with the remainder of the sauce. 
In place of stock, a heaping teaspoonful 
Liebig’s extract may be used. 
Fresh mushrooms are nice for this pur­ 
pose. Simply peel the mushrooms. Iu this 
wav their genuineness may be tested, as 
mushrooms can be peeled and the poison­ 
ous vegetable cannot. 
This is the puffy omelet, so the whites 
should bo beaten until very stiff. Cut the 
whites into tho yolks. Cut them through 
and through, so as not to break up the 
whites. 
, 
About a teaspoonful of butter is enough 
to blitter it well. 
, 
, 
, 
This omelet cannot be cooked on the 
top of the stove, so after it has browned on 
the bottom It is put into the oven to finish 
cooking. Watch it carefully when on top 
of the stove aud turn up the tiro edges fre­ 
quently to see if it is browned. 
'I he mushrooms should simmer 5 or IO 
minutes before putting with tile the eggs. 
as it thus gives a stronger flavor. 
This makes the nicest omelet possible. 
Some prefer the French to the puffy ome­ 
let.Put half of the sauce in the omelet before 
folding, and after folding turn the remain­ 
der of the sauce over it. 
The mushrooms stay rn the French ome, 
let better than in the other. 
This is delicious. 
Clam* a la Creme. 
Drain aigl chop one quart clams, meld 
two tablespoonsful butter, add two table­ 
spoonsful flour, flour on clam liquor, add 
one saltspoonful salt, one saltspoonful pep­ 
per, add the clams; cook three minutes, 
then add one cup cream. Serve with toast. 
First cut off the long necks, if there are 
any. and chop the cutins. 
Put the clum honor en and Jet it come to 
a boil, and then the scum rises and can be 
removed. 
If tiro cream is boiled with the clams it is 
inclined to curdle. This is a very nice dish. 
F r u it Fritters. 
Beat ti e yolks of two eggs, add half cup 
milk, one tablespoonful olive oil. one tea­ 
spoonful salt and one cup flour and the 
whites of three eggs beaten stiff. Dip 
peaches in batter and fry. 
The amount of flour given may not he 
quito enough. It depends entirely upon 
the qual t 
of the flour; enough should be 
used to make a stiff batter. 
This hatter can stand a long time before it 
is used, but the whites should be added at 
tho last. 
. 
Pour cold water through the peaches to 
keep them from sticking. 
lf less batter is eared for.it may be made a 
Tittie thinner and then it will run off more. 
For many kinds of fruit fritters the fruit 
is clapped aud mixed with the batter. 
Sauce. 
One cup peach juice, Va cup sugar aud 
I 
teaspoonful corn starch. 
Boil eight 
minutes. Mix the corn starch with the 
sugar. This sauce can be used with pud­ 
dings if desired. It is a very simple sauce.

Legislation in House lor a Week. 


Southern Senators Generally Arguing 


and Voting for Freer Trade. 


Monday.—In the Senate today Mr. H aw ­ 
ley presented a petition from tile Corset 
M anufacturers’ Association of th e U nitea 
States, asking th at th e iinauco com m ittee 
m ake plain in th e tariff bill the clause re­ 
specting “horn strips,” so th at there may be 
no further controversy over it. 
Twice, 
they say, the secretary of the treasury has 
been com pelled to revoke the ruling of cus­ 
tom s officers. 
The petition w ent to th e 
finance com m ittee. 
A t 12.35 th e Senate w ent into secret ses­ 
sion to discuss the resolution in reference to 
the Panam a canal. T he secret session con­ 
tinued till 5.40, w hen th e doors were re­ 
opened. It was found th en th a t tho discus­ 
sion had been carried on by Senator E d­ 
munds. Sherm an, M organ, Gray and Jones 
of Arkansas, and th a t the joint resolution 
was adopted, yeas 40, nays J (Messrs. Black­ 
burn, H am pton and Vance), having been 
modified so as to rea I: 
Resolved, By th e Senate and House of 
R epresentatives of tile I tilted States of 
Am erica, in Congress assem bled, th at th e 
governm ent of th e U nited states will look 
w ith serious concern and disapproval upon 
any connection of any European govern­ 
m ent w ith th e construction or control of 
any ship canal across tin Isthm us of D arien 
or across C entral America, and m ust regard 
any such connection or control as injurious 
to the just rights and interests of the U nited 
States, and as a m enace to th eir welfare. 
Resolved. T hat th e President be and he is 
hereby requested to com m unicate this ex­ 
pression ut the views of th e governm ent of 
tho U nited States to tho governm ents of the 
countries of Europe.

Mr. Sherm an introduced a bill to m ake 
and alter regulations as to the tim e, place 
and m anner of hoi ling elections for repre­ 
sentatives in Congress, w hich w as referred 
to the com m ittee on privileges and elec­ 
tions.

discussion was then 
resum ed. Mr. George thought th a t tho 
proposed tax on cotton hagging w as a 
very great injustice to tile laborer cl the 
South and ought not to be perpetrated. He 
spoke of the tru st as a conspiracy by which 
th e South had been robbed in the lust year, 
and ho asked w hether th e Senate was going 
to give to it th e opportunity of con tinning 
such robbery in the future. 
Mr. Allison believed from all the testi­ 
m ony th a t the pro, osed rate was the lowest 
th a t could be fixed if cotton bagging was to 
be m ade in th e U nited States. 
Mr. Sherm an said th a t his idea was th a t 
in a country separated from the rest of the 
world by a form of governm ent different in 
its chara iter from ih e governm ents of other 
nations, it was the rig h t and duty of the 
people to conduct tile r ai!airs so as to de­ 
velop th e resources of the whole country. 
U ntil the South was able to sell ju te and 
ram ie in com petition w ith other countries. 
the South should ho supported by a reason­ 
ably proper duty on these articles. 
Mr. Vance, in reply to Mr. Sherm an, 
thanked th a t senator for his good advice, 
hut M,d th a t (in tho language of Gaptain 
Dummy) th e point of th a t senator’s observa­ 
tion lay in th application of it. The m ean­ 
ing of it was to keep tho South quiet under 
a system of taxation by which tho pockets 
of N orthern m anufacturers were filled.

their foreign com petitors. 
Mr. Vance sa d th a t lie would advise the 
senator and his constituents never to en ­ 
gage in any kind of business th a t did not 
pay—th a t did not tarn ish its own lubrica­ 
tion. W henever they saw a bus ness th a t 
would enable them to m ake a living hon­ 
estly by their own exertions, lie w ould ad ­ 
vise them , by all m eans, to go into it and to 
stick to it. 
The hill w ent over till tomorrow, Mr. Alli­ 
son giving notice that, unless better progress 
were m ade w ith th e bill, he would tom or­ 
row or next day move evening sessions, or 
to m eet at ll and sit till G or 0.30 p. rn.

The first lecture in Mrs. Lincoln’s course 
on household m anagem ent at th e Young 
W om en’s C hristian 
Association, 
in 
tho 
School of Domestic Economy, w as given 
yesterday, and 
was on 
tho subject of 
“Choosing the Hom e.” 
Mrs. Lincoln gave first a little explana­ 
tion of the objects of th e school, and how 
she had been led to take un public work 
along tho linos of household work. 
Mrs. Lincoln disclaim ed being a “model 
housekeeper” in the sense of getting up be 
fore light and 
w orking 
till m idnight, 
w aging a constant w arfare against invisible 
atom s ot dust and dirt, an a keeping a house 
in perfect o rd er; but she could claim tho 
distinction of know ing how to m ake a <0111- 
fortable, happy, hom elike home. and of the 
experience by w hich she had learned this 
she should sneak. 
Domestic economy m eans tho science re­ 
lating to Hie m anagem ent and euro of a 
home. 
Tho term econom y is often used as 
m eaning Hie sam e as frugality, bul they 
are quite different, and household m anage­ 
m ent is perhaps a bettor phrase. 
"I have given in the program m e as tho 
subject of this lecture. 'Choosing a hom e,’ 
but it seem s a m isnom er, for how m any of 
us can re a lly ‘choose,’ in Hie full rouse of 
the term , unha litoral by 
finances, 
or 
the will 
of 
others, 
or 
tho 
clim ate. 
or 
a 
dozen 
< tiler 
things. 
First 
catch 
your 
hare.’ 
says 
Mrs. 
Glass’ 
famous receipt; go in truing to m anage a 
homo “ first secure your hom e.” Mrs. L in­ 
d on urged every one to keep house, as a 
“hom e” could never 1 e found in boarding, 
w hether in a fourth-story ro ox or in pala­ 
tial apartm ents in a Back Bay hotel, 
The question of rem lug, building or buy­ 
ing was considered, and 
H e n tin g w a s R e c o m m e n d e d 
rather than assum ing tho burdens of a 
m ortgaged liouse. Even if one could buy a 
house outright, a young couple will perhaps 
do better to ren t at first ti ii they know w hat 
they will need and desire. 
A suburban residence is also greatly to be 
preferred to one in Hie city, unle-s a hoi se 
can he afforded in a wide, clean, sunny 
street, in a well drained locality. 
in choosing a hom e in the country avoid 
low, level, ill-drained land, too runny trees 
about the house, breweries and bone fac­ 
tories to vitiate the atm osphere, etc. Blocks 
of 
houses 
and 
narrow 
lots 
are 
to 
lie 
condem ned. 
aud 
every 
house 
should 
have 
space enough all around 
it 
to 
stand 
a 
ladder 
on 
its 
own lot leaning against the liouse. The 
direction of prevailing winds should be 
considered, and iii this locality as many 
soutli and north windows as possible should 
be had. 
Exam ine the house very carefully 
inside and outside. 
Tim question of tho w ater supply is im ­ 
portant- 
The pipes should be iron and not lead. as 
soft w ater will act on lead, 
An exo ss of 
iron or lim e iii the well w ater would m ake 
it objectionable for household use; and be 
sure to see the well is not of surface w ater 
likely to be contam inated by drain ge. 
Foetal, church 
and 
school 
privileges 
should als ) tie considered, especially if we 
are to build or buy; for faults of construc­ 
tion in a in u e m ay be rem edied, but we 
cannot move th e land. 
A fter Hie location for the hom e is chosen 
tho first thing to be considered is drainage 
of tho land end then the plum bing of the 
house. 
Mrs. Lincoln com m ended very highly a 
little book on 
H orne S a n ita tio n , 
prepared by 
the 
Society of Collegiate 
Alumnae, and read a few extracts from its 
pages, giving afterw ards a few hin ts from 
her own experience. 
lf possible a house should be so boated 
th at all Hie rooms m ay be open throughout 
the house. An open door is otten better 
than an open window. 
As perfect flushing of tho pipes w ith w ater 
is essential to good drainage, so perfect 
fiusning of tile atm osphere of the house 
w ith fresh air is necessary. 
Doors and 
windows should ne opened at least twice a 
day aud a great volume of fresh air allowed 
to pass through, taking all im purities in Its 
course. 
Do not occupy bedrooms through th e d a y ; 
or. it it m ust be done, open the windows 
ten m inutes before retiring ana have tho 
room thoroughly aired. 
Tile question of lighting a house is easy 
of solution in these day, of perfected form s 
of oil and gasoline. A good lamp is Hie best 
lum inary to read or work by, and tile old­ 
fashioned candle should not be forgotten. 
as there are m any rimes w een it will he 
found very convenient. 
Do not leave Hie plan of tho house to the 
architect. 
M ake yo r own. w hether you 
th in k you can d aw or not. You may know 
nothing of draw ing or perspective, bu t by 
m ing a ruler end your taoe-m easure, al­

An I nintiniidated Vote— \o Cttfnsion 


at the Polls. 


Men Will Not Buy Ballots They Can­ 


not See Delivered. 


To th e E ditor of Tho Globe: 
A recent election in the city of Louisville 
subjected to the test of actual use the prin­ 
ciples of Hie A ustralian ballot law. the 
adoption of which has been recently urged 
in America. It m ay be affirmed, I think, 
w ithout flanger of question th a t th e experi­ 
m ent was a gratifying success. 
T he law was apparently difficult and in­ 
tricate ; it had been predicted w ith glee by 
the bum m ers w ith whose activity it was 
designed to interfere, and w ith regret bv 
Hie better disposed, who thought it at­ 
tem pted tho impossible, th at th. election 
would end in confusion and disorder. The 
chief local new spaper had given the pro­ 
ject bu t cold support. 
Yet the event con­ 
founded all; the election did not result in 
confusion or disaster; th e law did not prove 
eith er difficult or com plicated. 
It was 
adm inistered 
w ith 
practically uni­ 
form 
ease 
aud 
success 
bv elec­ 
tion 
officers 
w ho 
certainly 
did 
not rise above tho average in intelligence; 
alike in those places w here, on account of 
tile absence of interest, a light vote was 
polled, and those, where, by reason of some 
spirited contest, a inlier vote was brought 
out, the voters had no difficulty in obeying 
its requirem ents. A few, instead of using 
the proper m ark x), indicated th eir prefer­ 
ence by striking out th e nam es of all candi­ 
dates except the one for whom they voted : 
but I have heard of no case in which a bal­ 
lot xvas throw n out in the count because of 
the failure of th e voter to understand w hat 
was required of him. 
In addition to dem onstrating its perfect 
practicability, the election tested the power 
of th e law to prevent bribery, it can hardly 
be possible that there s a city in the Union 
W h e re Often C o rru p tio n 
has been more generally practised than in 
Louisville. The city sw arm s w ith a large 
floating vote bv which every contest can 
bo determ ined. The evil has been univer­ 
sally adm itted and deplored i but all efforts 
to effect some lasting change by vigilance 
com m ittees am ong the citizens or by tho 
prosecution of those notoriously guilty have 
come to naught. 
We do not adm it Hie fact of its corruption 
w ithout great regret; nor would we desire 
lo be lulled into any false security respect­ 
ing the efficacy of the m eans inst tried to 
stam p it out. But it is an undeniable fact 
th at in the late election there was, except 
in one place, no corruption successful, and 
but little attem pted, and th a t w ith tills evi­ 
dence of its successful w orking tho chances 
have greatly lessened th a t bribery w ill be 
tried. 
How the law operates to prevent corrup­ 
tion m ust lie obvious to all. A m an whoso 
conscience perm its him to soil his vote wvii 
not De restrained ny any “com punctious 
visitings” from voting as ho really prefers, 
ex en after having received hts hire to do 
otherw ise: nor are election agents m en 
whoso confidence iii hum an nature will per­ 
m it them to take the risk of buying a sup­ 
port of whos-e delivery they can never have 
any knowledge. The l>est evidence te a t 
this theory is correct is found in the fact 
th a t a som ewiiat difficult plan lias been 
form ed to elude the law in tho future. The 
M assachusetts law is not open to even this 
very 
V n ltk e ly R n im e r. 
B ut as tho great im probability of Hie suc­ 
cess of the schem e will show th e degree of 
difficulty w ith w hich corruntion is now at 
tended, and the correspondingly desperate 
risks which m ust be taken to effect it, it 
m ay he worth w hile to describe tho expe­ 
dient th a t has been suggested. 
( »ur Jaw requires tho ballot after having 
been m arked in a secret com partm ent to be 
folded and Dlaeed in an envelope whicii is 
later deposited in the proper box. It is pro­ 
posed th a t some early voter deposit an 
em pty envelope, and retain his ballot. This 
ballot carried outside and m arked will be 
handed to some hired voter, who will place 
it in his envelope and bring out his own 
unusued. On presenting tins, he will be 
entitled to his rew ard. How very unlikely 
it is th a t such a schem e could be success 
fully worked am ong Hie cliv s of people who 
sell their votes is easily evident; but an 
am endm ent abolishing the envelope and 
requiring the ballot m erely to be folded 
will effectually dispose even of this slight 
chance 
i’ho preceding circum stances are suffi­ 
cient to prove the entire practicability of 
the 
principles upon 
w inch 
the law is 
founded ; but to this general statem ent of 
its successful w orking one exception m ust 
be m ade. The m ost stringent provisions 
can afford us no security w here election 
officers are dishonest, and policemen un­ 
faithful, and the only place in which the 
law failed to accom plish its purpose was in 
a precinct w here it was defeated by these 
m eans. The clerk of th e election repeatedly 
left bis place to m anipulate the hired bands 
w ithout, and th e policem en m ade no effort 
to enforce the secrecy w hich Hie law re 
quires. 
t u les* H o n e st M en 
have our elections in charge, e v e n ’ eff ort to 
im prove them will, of course, prove futile; 
but Hie im portant fact rem ains, th at in tiffs 
single case where Hie m easure was not en­ 
forced. the result did not a m e from any dif­ 
ficulty in com prehending it, or from any 
im possibility of adm inistering it. but from 
dishonesty on the part of those who had 
been sworn to enforce it. 
O ther objections th a t had been urged 
failed wholly to be justified. In no case, as 
far as I can learn, was there any delay in 
recording votes. A com partm ent is provided 
for ( very 1 7 5 voters, w hereas th e M assachu­ 
setts law provides one for every 75, and yet 
the accom m odations were in every case am ­ 
ple. So far from interfering w ith Hie pro­ 
cess of voting. I should not be surprised if 
actually less tim e were required than by 
the old viva voce system . A person can be 
engaged in each com partm ent preparing 
his ballot, and no appreciable tim e will be 
consum ed iii casting it. 
Again, the counting of votes proceeded 
apparently w ith p rfect ease. The results 
of the election v ere published in the papers 
the following m orning w ith th e accustomed 
fu ln ess; nor did the official count, so far as 
I know require more tim e th an was the 
case under the old method. 
O ur law differs from the M assachusetts 
law in several particulars—am ong Ho m 
th a t of requiring policem en to keep the 
crowd a t a distance of 50 feet from the 
polls. H ie regulati on is of some im portance 
to us, because of the difficulty of securing 
large quarters for election purposes. B ut in 
a place where the election officers are hon 
est and Policemen efficient, I should think 
th a t a bar would answ er the sam e purpose. 
The other provisions of the law by prevent­ 
ing bribery, would of them selves do m uch 
in course of tim e to reduce the crowds which 
W iitlier R o u n d th e P o lls. 
It was extrem ely unfortunate, while at 
the sam e tim e additional evidence of the 
practicability of the law, th a t its first trial 
was conducted under highly unfavorable 
circum stances. The G overnor of the State 
is heartily in sym pathy with its purposes, 
hut it was handicapped by the more than 
silent opposition of th e city adm inistration. 
Friendliness to its object, if not confidence 
iii its details, would have m ade it a complete 
success even at the one precinct where it 
failed. But th a t support it did not have, lf 
the outcome, however, has not convinced 
the city authorities of boti) its desirability 
and its practicability, it has convinced 
others who had nothing to say in its favor 
originally. I ouote from the Courier Jour­ 
nal, which cannot be said to have favored 
the m easure at any tim e, portions of an edi­ 
torial published Sunday. Dec. 0, 1888, alew 
days af 1 el- the election. 
“The election held last Tuesday was the 
first, in which tile new taw 
regulating 
m unicipal elections had a fair trial. The 
results were such as to com m end it to all 
who see the necessity for protecting the 
ballot and securing a fair expression of 
the public opinion. Since the election of 
1887. th e Legislature has passed w hat is 
known as the W allace law, a law th at 
secures a secret ballot, protects the voter 
from intim idation, deprives the purchaser 
of th e ballot of any assurance th a t the 
goods paid for will be delivered, m ultiplies .

he sold. it will encourage Hie intelligent 
sentim ent to assert itself and will give it 
the opportunity to exercise its just weight. 
Iii th e assertion of that sentim ent seem s to 
pie to I e all hope of our em ancipation from 
an order of things which has long been 
intolerable, and the primo virtue of the new 
Jew is even this. th at it re tores to th at 
sentim ent the controlling influence widen 
is its due.

W ( sh i^ gton, Jan. 8.—Senator Sherm an 
today introduced an elaborate bill to revise 
the present m ethods of electing congress­ 
men, its provisions to tak e effect Mav I, 
1890. 
The President is authorised to appoint, 
w ith the approval of the .Senate, five quali­ 
fied voters in eat ii S tate to be known as Hie 
board of State canvassers, and throe voters 
in each congressional district to servo as an 
electoral briard, their term s to be during 
good behavior. 
Xiie electoral board of each congressional 
district shall appoint a registrar and three 
judges (not of the same carty) for each elec­ 
tion district or precinct, to hold, office for 
six 
years, 
subject, 
however, 
to 
re­ 
moval 
for 
m isconduct. 
Tile 
electoral 
board is given power to increase 
tho 
num ber of election precincts w henever 
necessary to secure a free and fair ballot. 
The judge or judges at ain precinct m ay 
appoint bystanders in place of any judge or 
judges w ho do not report for duty w ithin 
one hour after Hie opening of tho polls, and 
in case none of the throe judges report, 
the

in y 
be 
conducted 
by 
any 
three 
voters 
of 
the 
district 
who are w illing to a t. The electoral board 
is aho to appoint tlireo commissioners of 
ejection for .ach < onm y or corresponding 
pol.lical divish in, whose duty it shall be to 
m eet three days after the election and as 
certain from the returns the num ber of 
votes cast tor ea Ii personal the el® lion. 
The sam e provision is m ade tor filling 
vacancies in the 
E ta l o f C o n tin !^ s to n e r s 
as is m ade in the case of election judges. 
Registrars of election are required to post 
notices of registration a t not less than to 
places in the election district at least GO 
days before Hie first day of registration.and 
to sit five days for tho purpose oi registering 
all qualified voters. Persons desiring to 
register are required to take an oath th at 
they are not disqualified from voting by the 
constitution or laws of the State, 
le u days 
m ev ioustoany election the registrar shall 
sit one (lR> for the purpose of altering the 
list, at Which tim e any qualified votei not. 
previously registered may be placed on tho 
list. It is m ade Hie duty of registrars to 
stoke from tile hooks tho nam es ol any per­ 
son whom he knows to l o dead or disquali­ 
fied by reason of conviction in court 
Persons remov ing troth any election dis­ 
trict m ay, on application, procure from tho 
registrar a certificate th at lie was duly reg­ 
istered aud that his nam e was erased. 
The 
procurem ent of this certificate is m ade a 
prerequisite to boing registered iii another 
district, arui in towns cont ming over 2 0 0 0 
inhabitants the certificate m ust be presented 
on or before registration day. Provision is 
made for the transfer of registration books 
from olio district to another in ens * of 
changes in th, arrangem ent of districts. 
Tic right of appeal to tho judges of election 
is given both to the challenger and chal­ 
lenged person w henever a question arires 
as to tho right of any one to be registered. 
Registrars are required, under penalty of 
a fine of not over $ 1 0 0, to deliver the regis­ 
tration hooks to judges of election bv sun­ 
rise of election day, It is m ade law ful for. 
any five qualified voters o I any district to 
post, 15 days before registration day a signed 
notice giving the nam es of persons alleged 
to he not 
E n title d ie R e s is te r, 
and the registrar shall hear testim ony iii 
regard thereto. Im m ediately after regis­ 
tration day tho nam es 
of 
all persons 
stricken from tile books shall lie publicly 
posted. Judges of election in counting the 
votes cast arc authorized to reject any do 
cided to have been fraudulently voted. 
The bill further provides that if after 
election it shall appear to any board of elec­ 
tion com m issioners in determ ining tho nu di­ 
ffer ol votes candidates have re eived th at 
inform alities or irregularities occur iii toe 
returns of judges ol election which can bo 
rem edied by am ending the samo, it shall bo 
tho duty of the board ct com m issioners 
to im m ediately sum m on the judges to ap­ 
pear uctore tho board w ithin five days for 
tho purpose of properly am ending Hie re­ 
turns. The returns, w hen made up by pro- 
c nets, shall ho taken bv one ol the com m is­ 
sioners, together w ith the poll looks, bal­ 
lots and other records of election, and de­ 
livered to the cb k of the electoral board 
for th a t congressional district. 
The congressional election board shall, 
w ithin IO days after election, recount the 
votes of each county, co as to verity the 
returns transm itted, and shall m ake out 
and certify a correct list of the votes cast at 
Hie election. The board shall keep iii its 
custody’ for ono year tho poll book and 
ballots, these not to 
be used for any 
purpose 
except 
in 
case 
of 
a 
con­ 
tested election. The result of the con­ 
gressional hoard’s work is to be transm itted 
to the board of State canvassers, which is 
also given power to correct irregularities, 
and is required to certify fins Iy the result 
of the election. Judges of election are given 
power to prevent riotous disturbances at 
Hie polls and to have Hie sale of intoxicants 
stormed on election day.

.spheres nioro th an any of its predecessors. 
Most of our foreign exchanges give a de­ 
tailed account of tim m atch, from w hich 
we cull the following story of how Hie 
struggle for suprem acy was won and lost; 
Tho great international m atch for 61 OOO, 
betw een C. F Barker, cham pion of Ail er­ 
ica, and Jam es .Smith, cham pion of Eng­ 
land, com m enced on Monday. Dec. 24, in 
the Town H a l at S po liny moor.

On th e oth er hand, should 
Sm ith prove successful, while his Irieiid- 
ship for W yllie would prevent him from 
contesting trio cham pionship w ith the old 
m an lie will bo regarded as b is successor to 
the title.

strongest point of a scientific fencer is th a t 
lie can. offset these conditions, and actually 
m ak e use of an opponent to h it him self. 
T hus in tak in g up th e foil as a pastim e and 
m eans of exercise, for it is both, do not lay 
stress on th e fact th a t you are not very 
strong, or th a t you cannot bear fatigue, for 
foiling is exactly w h at vou m ake it. I know 
of m en of all ages who have derived benefit 
from th e practice of th e art. T he b etter to 
prove th is I m ig h t state th a t a class of 
ladies was form ed in Toronto, under the 
direction of Jam es M cGregor, one of the 
finest ail-round sw ordsm en I ever saw, aud 
th e organization nourished till McGregor 
broke his leg aud had to give up fencing. 
T aking it for gran ted th a t m y readers 
L ave a t som e tim e or o th er th o u g h t of ta k ­ 
ing lessons, aud assuring them of th e fact 
th a t it is n ev er too late to learn, I will 
sp eak of th e acquirem ent of th e art. First. 
tile pupil is tak en w ithout a foil aud faces 
th e professor. In m ilitary position, w ith 
r arm s folded behind th e back, th u s keeping 
I th e chest erect and th e body in th e style 
I w hich should be preserved in fencing. Then 
' th e fram e is tu rn ed so as to present the 
: rig h t, or left, shoulder tow ards the pro­ 
fessor. according as th e pupil desires to 
lienee rig h t or left-handed.

body an a head up­ 
rig h t. and th e eyes looking directly over 
th e rig h t shoulder. 
T his is sim ple on paper, but it takes tim e 
to accom plish correctly, and for th e first 
tw o or th ree lessons a few m inutes in the 
position is tiring. N ext comes th e advance 
and retire. T he form er m ovem ent is m ade 
by advancing th e rig h t foot about 18 inches 
and follow ing up w ith th e left, alw ays keep- 
1 in s th e sam e distance betw een th e leet. In 
re tirin g m ore th e left foot first, and never 
deviate from th is rule, as otherw ise you will 
g et tangled up and lose th e position which 
it is necessary to m ain tain to fence. 
H aving learned theqe m ovem ents, the 
pupil is given th e foil. 
The choice of 
w eapon is a g reat deal and I have found a 
long, b en t handle, w ith whipcord binding. 
to be th e best. lr is grasped firmly, but not 
too tig h tly in th e cen tre of th e hand, so 
th a t th e bend of the weapon will throw' the 
p oint of th e foil dow nw ards when the nails 
v t the fingers are tu rn ed upw ards 
The 
elbow is beld half wav between th e hip 
and shoulder a little way out from the 
body, and th e arm is bent so th a t the h ilt 
of the foil will be in line at right angles 
w ith a point about h alf wav between the 
elbow and shoulder, as shown in the illus­ 
tratio n of th e engagem ent. Then w ith tile

the 
foil is raised to an angle of 45 degrees from 
th e shoulder, and brought w ith a sm art mo 
lion to an angle of 45 from the waist, not 
lettin g th e point touch Hie ground. Then 
th e blade is carried bacxw ards to the left 
band, which is down a t the left side, and 
being grasped in the left hand, a few inches 
from th e point, is carried over the head and 
bent, On th e com m and "on g u ard ” the 
point is released, and the foil carried to the 
position before described, which brings it 
into 
the upper 
engagem ent, which 
is 
divided into two lines, carte and tierce. 
Jn these m ost of th e fencing is done, 
In carte 
th e position 
is described as 
above and in tierce Hie hand is turned so 
us to show th e knuckles upperm ost Mid 
thereby tu rn tile point of the weapon in ­ 
wards. To change from one position to Hie 
other, Hie attacking party drops the point 
v t the foil under th a t of his opponent and, 
turning his hand. brings the blade up in the 
, counter engagem ent. 
The lunge is m ade by straightening the 
right arui, lowering th e point of th e foil to

m ar fence awTay w ith well-buttoned foils, 
ana you cannot get h urt if you try. 
A ssum ing th at Hie pupil progresses rap­ 
idly and has m astered the elem ents, tho 
professor now turns to the fine points of Hie 
art. G etting down lo work him self lie di­ 
rects th e assault of his pupil and teaches 
(lie flying thrust, w hich is the Hist indirect 
return, It is m ade by receiving a thrust 
w ith Hie prim e guard, continuing the mo­ 
tion in a circle past the body, and catching 
the assailant w hen getting back to guard. 
This, with th e combined m otion to evade a 
guard is one of tho prettiest movem ents. 
N ext comes the "cu t over.” which is m ade 
w hen an opponent carries his point too 
high. 
W ith 
a 
w rist 
m ovem ent 
w hich 
does 
not 
destroy 
th e 
guard, 
tho 
blade 
is 
whipped 
lightly 
over 
your opponent’s foil and landed in the op­ 
posite engagem ent. It is exactly the oppo­ 
site m ovem ent to the disengagem ent, as in 
th a t you drop your point under the hilt. 
This, being m astered, you are next shown 


poor stuff. Get Hie very best foils in the 
m arket, and let your blades bo the best 
Solingen. or, if you can get them , take the 
Couleaux. a now and well m ade blade, 
which. I think, can only he secured bv di­ 
rect im portation. Have the very best m ask 
vou eau get, and if you don’t care to stana 
:it; inches of solid--teel running against your 
body, get a well padded jacket. I have 
never worn one myself, nor do I ever feel any 
soreness from ordinary work, though now 
and then a black m ark rem inds me of the 
previous day’s lencing. Fencing is far su­ 
perior to boxing as a m eans of exercise. In 
the first place you do not get the violent ex 
ercise.cnd then your features runjno chance 
of being loft in a rather bruised condition. 
It teaches you how to handle any light 
w eapon; a thin stick in the iiands*of a foils­ 
m an is to lie avoided. 
Fencing is the 
hardest tiling in the world to teach on 
paper, so when you are inclined to plunge 
into the m ysteries of carte and tierce got 
th e address of some of the most capable

how to touch a fencer who keeps his point 
too low. This is called th e bank th ru sto r 
bind. \ rou cross your foil over th at of your 
opponent, quickly tu rn th e point of your 
weapon inw ards, and, w'hile thus having 
your opponent’s foil turned out of line. 
lunge. I do not think m uch of this move­ 
m ent from an attacking point of view, but 
have seen it used with great effect rn catch­ 
ing a m an on his own lunge. The next 
m otion, though it looks simple, is one of 
the m ost difficult to do properly. It is tho 
“ beat.” Now this is to be kept away from 
all idea of a slash, which is the very m ean­ 
est kind of foiling. The beat should bo 
m ade entirely a waist m ovem ent, and if 
used properly is the sim plest and best dis­ 
arm I know of. This w ith the stopping 
thrusts practically gives you all the alpha­ 
bet of foiling, for all the rest comes only by 
experience, aud though I have taught many 
m en, and m et alm ost as m any in friendly 
bouts and otherwise, I have never yet seen 
a fencer from whom I could not learn 
som ething. 
H aving carried you to the end of the ele­ 
m entary portion of the s tu d y , let me now 
treat of a few of the tricks which gain 
points. I was educated in a school winch 
says a disarm am ent is the best point m ade, 
and all the experience I have had, and 
treatises th a t have been printed by m en 
who m ade foiling a life study, tend to con­ 
vince m e th a t til is is the correct view. 
Many th in k otherwise, but they m e prob­ 
ably as honest in their judgm ent as I am. 
T here are m any wavs of disarm ing an op­ 
ponent. but the m ovem ent is a dangerous 
one if persisted in. and therefore requires 
an am ount of finesse which no novice I

N ew Y o r k , Jan. IO.—A nother stage in 
th e connection between professional bank­ 
ing and the railroads was reached here 
during the weok. It is in the genius of a 
new people and continent never to let well 
enough alone. W hoever stops fast enjoy­ 
ing w hat he has accum ulated or operating 
sufficient for him self is regarded as an old 
fogy. T he young m en are not to be blam ed 
lf they become forw ard to enter business 
and conduct great enterprises, w hen they 
see the chiefs of all sucli affairs as our 
banking houses and our railroads expand­ 
ing to get tile world. 
Out of the total railroad m ileage of the 
country there is a com paratively sm all pro­ 
portion th at shows conservatism and sta­ 
bility together. I cannot speak at>out the 
New E ngland railroads, but it is a saying 
th at only one A m erican railroad has ever 
discharged its bonded debt w ithout accum u­ 
lating another one. and I have supposed 
th a t m ight be the Cum berland Valley rail­ 
road, which is one of the most substantial 
connections of the Pennsylvania system , 
and was built in those days when th e rail­ 
road was desired to run through 
the 
m ain street of 
the town. 
T hat 
rail­ 
road 
is 
now 
being 
pushed 
to W in­ 
chester, Va., a total distance of perhaps 
120 
m iles 
from 
Harrisburg. 
This 
old property is still m anaged bv its local 
officers, though the Pennsylvania road con­ 
trols i t 
From m otives of some sort they do 
not exercise over this property th eir usual 
freedom of adm inistration. G reat was tile 
indignation of tile old Cum berland Valley 
stockholders some years ago when it was 
found th a t thev were to be paralleled by 
V anderbilt and others, 
lip to the present 
tim e they have been saved from Hie execu­ 
tion of tliis project, though there is no tell­ 
ing w hen their turn will come to divide 
their business. 
We have no right to com plain of many 
things th at m erely 
Oro iv 17.» L'kelW ftedi 
in our vast dom ain. YVe were not enough 
of a nation w hen the locomotive was in­ 
dented to apply to our whole country a 
providential railroad system which should 
conserve both the Interests of th© people 
and of the corporation. An old nation like 
the F rench did butter than ourselves; they 
would not allow th e transportation aud in­ 
tercourse of tile whole country to pass into 
the hands of private concerns w ithout the 
State having both supervision and partial 
proprietary control. Sotho French railroad 
system is in some respects the I est in the 
world, though it is at the same tim e high 
priced. 
I 
have 
understood 
th a t 
the 
railroad 
from 
Paris 
to 
Marseilles. 
which is probably the longest single line in 
France, charges higher rates than any con­ 
cern in the world which passes through a 
sim ilar populated region. The French gov­ 
ernm ent called the railroad com panies up. 
divided with them responsibility and capital 
and consequently you hardly ever hear of 
such a thing as paralleling a French rail­ 
road. 
The French, therefore, in spite of 
their evil genius for war. are m uch better 
off a t home than any other country would 
bo which staggered under asim ilar im m ense 
debt. T heir corporations seldom com e to 
grief. The governm ent looks after tile rail­ 
roads as considerately as our governm ent 
inspects the national banks and holds them 
accountable to vexed laws. The stockhold­ 
ers in Hie French railroads are regarded as 
a portion of tile people and among Hic most 
enterprising, for thev contributed their 
m oney to those im portant and perm anent 
works. 
Here we have neverknow n until recently, 
and do not altogether know now, w hat kind 
of a S tate we are. Therefore n e could not 
have any railroad civilization because there 
was no Stave to refer to, except Hie so called 
Com m onwealth through winch a p art of 
the railroad m ight run. The States in gen­ 
eral butchered the business of building 
their railroads. Several of the States did 
the entire work, and among these were 
Pennsylvania and 
South Carolina 
and 
M aryland and also Y'irrinia. 
B ut every 
State did as it pleased, and w ithout much 
regard to th at arising country in the West 
w'hicli was to be the line of extension of 
these railroads. 
E dw ard McPherson, long 
clerk of Congress, once said to m e th a t he 
considered Hie m ost im portant service Hint 
he had ever rendered Pennsylvania to have 
been compelling lite sale of her public 
works by a newspaper agitation. 
I have 
wondered som etim es w hether this was as 
great a service as it may have seemed. 
Pennsylvania built the railroad of that 
nam e for her own property from Fhiladel- 
Ehia to tile Susquehanna liver, and when a 
oy, or rather a child, I travelled over the 
road and rem em ber th at we were 
H a u l e d U p X ncltned^P fnnes' 
both at the Susquehanna and tho Schuyl­ 
kill. The fam ous Colonel Thom as A. Scott 
wTas then the State collector of railroad tolls 
at Columbia, the w'estern end of the road. 
These works had hardly been opened when 
an agitation began to lease them or to sell 
them . The consequence was th at the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad, which had been incorpo­ 
rated to run from th e Susquehanna to Pitts­ 
boro. acquired these works, aud has since 
had to spend a m ighty sum of money to 
rectify tho grades und curves and make 
lim o between Hie F.ast and the W est, in 
m ost of our States we have done but little 
to im prove the railroad system in general, 
and could never do so as long as we had 
slavery in the country—winch practically 
m ade two countrie-i of one and compelled 
an extravagant adherence to the doctrine 
of State rights, or rather of national notli 
mg. 
The first a c to f note since the w ar to re­ 
cover our uationalhood was the m aking of 
the interstate com m erce law, which unfor­ 
tunately had a sectional start; it began with 
State railroad commissions, and these be- 
• am e onerous, and finally an interstate 
coinmi-slon was provided for, after about 
20 years of agitation. If my memory serves 
me, it has taken three-fifths of all the time 
since we began to m ake railroads to have 
this one im provem ent adopted. The name 
of the bill alw ays seemed to me to be fraud­ 
ulent; it ought to have b en called t e 
U nited States railroad commission. After 
it came, however, tile most considerate rail­ 
road presidents saw that in Hie measure 
itself was a m ere promise of st mottling 
m uch better to ensue fur the stability of 
the whole land. 
I Hunk 
it is gener­ 
ally estim ated th at from one-twelfth to 
cne-fourtoenth 
of our ent re American 
property is railroad property. I ' po d nothing 
else except the banks could come a general 
panic, and the last panic we had was a rail­ 
road panic, and sw ept down the banks 
wbieh had been providing funds for the 
railroads. Y’et perhaps out of th a t very 
panic Hie railroads brought the recovery. 
Our great crops in the West were sadly 
needed for several years iii Europe, where 
there was a deficit, and we had provided 
beforehand the railroad system s to bring 
I horn out. 
Consequently, as soon as we 
began to em erge from th at panic we began 
to build more railroads, and having had 
th is tim e a long spell of prosperity now. 
some l l or 12 years, we have built railroads 
all th e tim e, until we are supposed to have 
about 160,000 m iles, or more than six times 
tho circum ference of the globe, or perhaps 
more railroad than all tile rest of the world 
pu t together. Yet we all began to build 
railroads contem poraneously, the United 
States being as precipitate CO years ago as 
now. for the Baltim ore & Ohio railroad, 
which was initiated by the 
b a st S urviving (Signer 
of the Declaration of Independence, started 
before there was any locomotive whatever, 
and horses, and even sails, were expected 
to run its trains. T hat railroad is a perfect 
instance of w hat has taken place generally. 
it had a long tim e of probation aud misery, 
aud finally, alter the city of Baltim ore and 
the Htateof M aryland had exhausted their 
power to give it help, an agent was sent to 
Europe, who negotiated some of the first 
railroad bonds in the land. T he road was 
finished to the Ohio river nearly at the 
same tim e w ith the Pennsylvania, Erie ana 
New York Central lines, say about 1851. 
F'rom th a t tim e onward the propel tv rather 
languished. There was not enough west to 
help it out, aud along the line of the rail 
road scarcely any settlem ent. The civil 
war, which made everything grow iii this 
country, even hum an life, it would appear, 
took up this frontier line, and the govern­ 
m ent nursed it w ith the 
delicacy 
of 
a 
foster 
son. 
A 
few persons 
began 
to 
buy 
the 
stock, 
and 
by 
tho 
tim e Hie war closed they had this stock to 
an extravagant figure, and continued tile 
nursing by the assistance of certain washed 
sales on the Baltim ore stock m arket until 
tile good people there were firmly of tit© 
belief th a t they had the only solid railroad 
property in the world, and th at for every 
dollar represented by the stock they pos­ 
sessed 82 in value. 
The senior G arrett 
often said to me w ith a half wink of his eve 
and a lisp of his split lip, th at all other rail­ 
roads were passing through Hie most un­ 
certain condition, but th at the Baltim ore <x 
Ohio stood upon gran.te foundations. He 
•would alw avs end by pointing me to the 
surplus, w hich consisted of all th e unprofit­ 


able stuff tile road possessed, w hich, as Mr. 
Jew ett recently pointed out to me, who was 
an officer of th e road, onglit to have been 
charged in the books to profit and loss. But 
the outside public even in Europe believed 
th a t this surplus was Hie finest undivided 
plum seen since the garden of paradise. 
They thought thev had their 840,000,000 
to 860,000,000 which some day thev would 
get up and rent to the stockholders. It 
never seems to have occurred to anybody 
iii Baltim ore to go and look at th a t surplus 
except Mr. W alter, the picture collector, 
whoHlisliked old G arrett and who always 
com pared it to green apples which had been 
thrashed off the boughs and were good for 
nothing, 
but 
which 
Hie 
husbandm an 
proudly pointed out to visitors as his undi­ 
vided fruit. A conv nient banking house 
in Baltim ore was used to send a little stock 
into the Stock Exchange every day. and 
als i to buy it back. Once < r twice the bar- 
narians raided th e stock bv throw ing in an 
extra thousand shares, which Hie old gen­ 
tlem an bad to buy up at his own valuation, 
and it alw ays added a year or two to his a;*e. 
He had 
One of th e Hest .Pieces of Road 
in the world, between Baltim ore and W ash­ 
ington. and could have had it undisturbed 
alm ost to the present day if ne bad not cal­ 
culated from the greatness of tills surplus 
th a t he could m aul senators and congress­ 
m en and Hie U nited States governm ent 
which had m ade him , by forcing them to 
goW ’esto v er dis m ain system instead of 
taking another railroad w ith more improved 
conveniences. He m ade it so hot for the 
m iserable governm ent of tho United .States 
th at he forgot th a t lie tvas m aking it equally 
m iserable for the people of Hie State of 
M aryland who were a part of th e whole. 
So one day he awoke and found th a t Hie 
State baa granted a charter to another cor- 
p ration to parallel him. 
He then found 
the governm ent he had so long trounced 
like a little sm ike at his DoHieooys’ Hall, 
was disposed to extend its favovs to the new 
corporation. 
The new concern w ent in 
grandly and spent about 83,000,000 to tu n ­ 
nel around th e city of Baltim ore. 
Mr. G ar­ 
rett i-aid to me when th at work was com­ 
pleted th at they had spent as m uch to build 
alin e of 50 miles from Baltim ore to W ash­ 
ington as his company had spent in their 
great Chicago extension of some 500 miles. 
The difference was that the new W ashing­ 
ton branch began to m ake money from the 
very beginning, w hile the Chicago branch 
of Mr. G arrett has been a pull ever since 
upon the m ain stem . ‘‘We look too high 
for tilings close by.” In the effort to recover 
this business which was right under his 
lm se.M r.Garrett broke down the credit of the 
Baltim ore A: Ohio railroad and exposed the 
rottenness of his surplus. T hat m ost sub­ 
stantial of our concerns, us it was supposed, 
cam e near bringing on a railroad panic two 
years ago, and to prevent th a t catastrophe 
Drexel, Morgan & Co. advanced it several 
m illion dollars to enable it to start again. 
One of Mr. G arrett’s m istakes was lo for­ 
get his own territory and go paralleling th at 
of the adjacent east and west lines. He built 
branches to D anville. Pittsburg. Johnstow n. 
Hagerstown, and finally to Philadelphia. 
A B etter T em per ansi More W orldly 
P hilo so p h y 
m ight have saved the great property of this 
fam ily aud kept cut of distress tim Johns 
Hopkins I m veisity which another usso 
ciate of Mr. G arrett founded 
lf it was a m istake for tho Baltim ore A' 
Ohio road to extend itself to Chicago, w hat 
is to be said of tho operations of some of 
our E astern railroad folks in ru sh in g them ­ 
selves as far as Denver, the Black H ills and 
the Lord knows where. A well-known New 
York official, who has never hnd anything 
to do witii railroad capital, m ade a simple 
rem ark to me a few weeks ago. Said lie: 
"Do you know th a t I som etim es think 
th at our big railroad m en are just as jealous 
of each other as d> am alic critics or variety 
actors. How else can you account,” said 
he. “for thoir following inv leader ail over 
the plains and paralleling each other iii ad­ 
vance of business until they have brought 
down some of their stocks from 140 to loss 
than par. 
W hy,” said he. ‘'there is Hie first 
and biggest railroad of them all in Illinois 
which doubled its stock and then was able 
to keep tho stock for veals above par, so 
th at trust companies, estates, everything 
laid it a way.and now they are in the dum ps; 
they run everyw here and have got every­ 
thing, but their standing is not as groat as 
if thev had their old m ileage.” 
W e are now finding out too m uch: th at is 
to say, we are deploring too m uch, for very 
probably if they stop their railroad exten­ 
sion tho country will catch up in a few years 
to w hat they have done. But it is m anifest 
th at we have provided altogether too m uch 
railroad for the num ber of our people. The 
K ansas 
railroad 
commission 
recently 
showed th at w hile Kansas had five and one- 
half miles of railroad for every 1000 of her 
population, she operated more th an half 
hor m ileage at a net loss of nearly $1,000,- 
000. Mr. Enos of this city says th a t the 
railroad capitalization in Hie Southw est at 
present is out of ail proportion to her popu­ 
lation and resources; til at in Texas, while 
the population has increased since 1880 
some 28 per cent., the railroad mileage 
w ittiin only two years has been increased 
00 per cent. In Kansas they have 
Increased th e R ailro ad M ileage 
IOO per cent. in three years, w hile the 
population in eight years has only run up 
20 per cent. Mr. Bookwalter of Ohio, who 
owns his 00,000 acres of land rn N ebraska 
and Kansas, rem arked to me th a t the rail­ 
roads should certainly now stop and let the 
country absorb them , instead of rushing on 
to lay more rails. You can see from Mr. 
Bookw alter’s case, however, how great lias 
been Hie stim ulation to build these lilies. 
He nought some t'.o.ooo acres of land, as I 
have said, from different parties, m eaning 
railroads, 
for about 50 cents an acre. 
He lias kept it perhaps IO or 12 years, and 
this year he has some 200 farm s rented at 
81.50 to 82 an acre, or a greater rental per 
aore by 300 per cent. than Hie cost of the 
land. Fie rcm aiks, however, th a t while 
the railroads have been tho life of Kansas 
and Nebraska th e settlem ent of the country 
has been too fast for the com fort of the 
settlors; they Lave contented them selves 
w ith the merest shanties to live in, iii order 
to realize quickly the crops, which they can 
generally get 
in 
one 
year, since tho 
country is w ithout woods 
to clear. 
I 
sm iled wiien 
I thought this over, 
to 
rend about the com plaint of the W est­ 
ern settler th a t there is a lum ber tariff, 
w hereas nature in keeping woods off his 
laud has saved him 20 years of toil. Tile 
farm s of Ohio, w here wood was dense, are 
not to this day perfectly cleared, ami iii the 
region of Toledo, iii w hat wa3 called the 
Black swamp, there is m uch land which 
will bo sour for yeats ou account of so m uch 
vegetation. 
These rem arks are incidental to some of 
the principal bankers here who have bor­ 
rowed money for these railroads, calling 
thoir presidents to account. M eetings were 
held during the past week, w ith closed 
doors, as was correct. There is altogether 
too much open door business in this country. 
1 som etim es th in k th at 
O ur Congress Is an A bsurd Instance 
of the open door business. It would be well 
enough to let reporters aud some spectators 
attend the public debates, but when we re­ 
quire to build a preposterous representa­ 
tives’ hall, not to m ake the Congress com­ 
fortable, bu t to provide the sleeping negroes 
and bum m ers 
w ith a thousand or more 
seats, we are giving too m uch to w hat are 
called the people. 
The people, alter all. 
can ’t all come in, no m atter how lug we 
m ake Hie hall, and therefore there will be 
an inequality, and for my part I never did 
believe 
th a t 
all 
men 
were 
created 
equal or were likely to rem ain so. 
They 
were created equal by the constitution of 
this country, and th at is alm ost the only 
place in Hie world where you can find the 
provision made. According to Moses no 
such equality was arranged at the founda­ 
tion of the world. Flveu Noah. when he 
undertook to have a representative ark. 
could only save a pair of anim als out of a 
w hole species. 
I have som etim es thought 
as the little boy asked lits m otlier, th at 
m ore than two fleas got into th a t ark. The 
W estern railroads, some of which have paid 
good dividends for years and others we have 
been for years hoping to do so, are in a very 
strained conaitiou by reason of invading 
each other ana undercutting each other 
very m uch as in the Scriptural days they 
threw darts under the fifth rib.

Rh Comments on Events from 1862 to 
1872 Made Public. 


Explanation of the Stand He Took Re­ 


garding Cuban Affairs. 


P a ris, Jan. 2.—Last sum m er I purchased 
the private papers of General Cluseret, tho I 
celebrated revolutionary soldier and agi- j 
tator. who. after serving under G aribaldi. j 
In Italy, reached the tra d e of brigadier- 
general in our civil war, and dually crowned 
his erratic m ilitary career by becoming 
m inister of war during th e com m une. And 
now, at tho age of UG. he enters politics— 
having been just elected deputy—a t a tim e 
w hen new dangers th reaten th e very ex­ 
istence of the th ird republic. 
General 
Cluseret, therefore, will probably be heard 
from again before he dies. 
W bile in I.anguedoc, last autum n, I found 
tim e to sort and exam ine these Cluseret 
papers, and I discovered, am ong other in­ 
teresting correspondence, a series of letters 
■written by Charles Sum ner, and covering 
th e period of lo years, extending from 1802 
lo 1872. the rn 'st im portant decade in the 
I usy life of the great M assachusetts sena 
tor. I give below, w ith some introductory 
and explanatory com m ents, th e m ost inter­ 
esting portions of this I atch of letters. 


Senath Chamber, A pril 23,1804. 
I have your letter covering the letter* of young 
lario la. which I now return. 
I fear that General Banks Is as had politically as 
he represents him to be; but I cannot believe that 
his personal habits are bad. lie alw ays ural a 
“temperance man.” 
It is sad to s e how much we lose by the absence 
of a broad, generous, freedom-loving policy.

beg to call your attention lo a receut debate In 
the Senate, where Republicans lmve vindicated 
llave-huntlng. My blit to sweep away all statutes 
for the rendition of fugitive slaves has been bitterly 
opposed; and IO Republicans lmve voted to keep 
alive the slave-hunting statutes of 1793, wldfb Mr. 
I oater of Connecticut has made an elaborate vin­ 
dication of the statute. 
It scents to me that all 
papers that love freedom ought at once to call for 
a total repeal of nil slave-liuntlng statutes. Any­ 
thing short of this would be a disgraceful compro­ 
mise with slavery.

graphic portraitures th a t m ight be piled 
m ountain high, about disasters elsewhere. 
I say th a t it seems tom e, if there is a future 
life dependent at all upon the conditions of 
the present existence, it would have been a 
good idea to im press th at upon the physical 
senses of a race which is largely physical, 
grid in a very sm all degree m ental or moral. 
N evertheless we are progressing. 
A few years ago when a fire broke out in 
a dw elling or a store or a church or a fac­ 
tory the bells rang forth th eir wild alarm .

I live at the corner of Irving place and 
N ineteenth street. On W ednesday night I 
dined a t home at 7 o’clock, w iked iii my 
study until 9. and then wont out. On the 
corner of Irving t>la e and Fifteenth street 
there is a Hpanish hotel. AVhile I was sit­ 
ting in my study a faro broke out in th at 
hotel and for an hour burned furiously, 
doing dam age to Hie extent of several thou­ 
sand dollars. Had I looked out from the 
side window I could have seen the dames.

story of it iii tho daily papers. O ur tire de­ 
partm ent and its endeavors are reduced to 
a science.

Tbev are paid by the year, 
inci­ 
dents of heroic birth occur every night in 
every year, of which the public know 
nothing. Ho perfectly have they diagnosed 
th e situation th a t us tim es in loo they con­ 
fine th e fires to the building in which they 
started. Insurance men tell me th at the 
dam age done by the w ater and the smoke 
is infinitely greater, as a rule, than the dam ­ 
age done by a lire. Bells are no longer rung, 
T h e E le c tric F la sh C a rrie s th e N ew s 
to evgry engine bouse in the city. Certain 
sections are cared for by certain companies. 
On call of the proper authority other com­ 
panies lend th eir aid. and in tim es of sig­ 
nificant danger a 
whole 
departm ent is 
called out. but w ithout recognition by the 
public, who know nothing of the lire, noth­ 
ing of th e efforts to extinguish it, nothing 
of the excitem ent which reigns about the 
im m ediate 
vicinity 
of

until

in 
the papers on 
the following day. We 
hear th a t there was a fire at lo n g Beach, 
th a t 151X1 bathing houses were destroyed, 
th a t the great pavilion in which the m usi­ 
cians arid w aiters lodged was burned, and 
th at one of the trum peters was charred to 
death. We hear th at there was great con; 
fusion iii the botel, th at the guests were 
alarm ed, rising iii the m iddle of the night, 
fleeing in their night cloth* s. a few rem ain­ 
ing to pack up their effects which were 
bundled from windows. But w hat im pres­ 
sion does th at m ake upon those who read 
of it?

We hear, with quite a degree of interest, 
th a t two enorm ous gas tanks were exploded 
in Brooklyn during the storm and th at an 
im m ensity of pecuniary dam age was caused. 
T h at’s all there is to that. 
T here seems to be no harm in it, between 
th e nature and the hum an race. 
Nature, 
quiet enough, the greater part of th e tim e. 
seem s determ ined to m ake m anifest its 
power, now and then, very m uch as the pro­ 
prietor of a paper, living abroad, w ithout 
any apparent reason now and then upsets 
th e entire m echanism , m achinery and rela­ 
tive suggestions in the conduct of his .jour­ 
nal. Really it looks as though it were done 
for the sim ple purpose o f asserting his

The Union League club of New York has 
declared for a high license law. 
N ine buildings at Shreveport. La., were 
hurned, or partly burned, Thursday night. 
Loss 475,000: fully insured. 
T he fire in Norrie iron m ine in the Goge­ 
bic district. Michigan, burned some IO days, 
and did dam age estim ated at $25,000. 
Professor Charles Stew art Stone, who for 
25 years had filled the chair of chem istry 
and geolo y in the Cooper Union, New 
York, died Friday. 
Solomon W hile, ex-m em ber of P arlia­ 
m ent. the annexationist candidate for the 
m ayoralty, was defeated by 38 plurality at 
W indsor, tint.. Monday. 
The pa rem s of W illiam F. McCammon! 
who was killed by the elephant Tip at 
Dubois, Penn., last Septem ber, have sued 
Adam Po rep amrit for $10,000 dam ages. 
At Ashland. Wis., Monday, M. E. Gaffney, 
the outgoing countv clerk, s c u ta bullet 
through his brain. He was short in his ac­ 
counts, and this, w ith severe sickness, made 
him desperate. 
F ifteen or 20 of tho more prom inent citi­ 
zens of I iakota are now on th eir way to 
W ashington to do all in their power to push 
legislation looking to the speedy admission 
of the T erritory as two States. 
It is rum ored in Cleveland. O., th a t P. M. 
A rthur, chief of the Brotherhood of lo co ­ 
m otive Engineers, has tendered his resigna­ 
tion to the brotherhood. The rum or is said 
to come from a very good source. 
The clergym en’s com m ittee on the W ash­ 
ington inaugural centennial has issued an 
address advising th a t religious exercises be 
held in all churches in New York city on 
April a. in recognition of the centennia!. 
A strike of street car employes in Brook­ 
lyn. N. Y.. is threatened, the m anagers 
having refused certain dem ands of the men, 
which they say would increase the expense 
of operating the roads $100,090 per annum . 
L uther Tallnian. a dealer in seeds and fer­ 
tilizers at Fairport, N. Y„ went to Detroit 
Jan. 8 to buy seed. The following night, 
while returning to his hotel 
from 
the 
theatre, lie was held by two m en and robbed 
of $4500 iii cash and $1000 iii drafts. 
The senatorial caucuses of m em bers of the 
Delaware Legislature will be held next 
Monday n ig h t The ie Republican m em ­ 
bers stand as follows: For C. H. T reat, 8 
votes: G. V. Massey. 5: N. IL Sm ithers, 3: 
Anthony Higgins, I; and Rev J. S. Willis, I. 
A large mass of rock fell on Friday night. 
Jan. 4, from the precipice of the Horseshoe 
or Canadian falls, and on the following 
night another mass broke away. Tile oftect 
of these displacem ents on the contour of 
the falls is quite m arked, toe change being 
from an angle to tho original horseshoe 
shape. 
The Chicago News says th at H arry D. 
Schall, assistant cashier in the paym aster's 
office of the Chicago & No. rhw estern Rail­ 
road Company, has loft the 
city with 
$ 11,500 of the com pany's funds and $2500 
belonging to the C t rks and M echanics’ 
Building and Loan Association of which ho 
was treasurer. 
W ard McManus, a well-known capitalist 
and real es* ate owner of S t Lou s. was 
called to the door of his residence Thursday 
by Henry F rig and shot tw ice but not 
seriously. Krig had invented a car motor 
and anplied unsuccessfully to McManus for 
financial aid in bringing his invention be­ 
fore the public. 
T he secretary of state has received cabled 
advices 
from Auckland confirm ing the 
news despatches from Berlin Sunday night 
concerning a battle in Samoa bet ween Ger­ 
m an forces and M ataafa’s arm y, in which 
m any of the p 
licit ants were killed and 
wounded. He refuses, however, to give any 
details to th e press. 
Zebulon L. W hite, a well-known journal­ 
ist and litterateur of New York, died at 
Nassau. N. P.. Dec. 31, of consum ption. He 
was imprisoned by the Senate for refusing 
to give un th e source of inform ation by 
which he was enabled to p rint the W ash­ 
ington ti t ary in advance of its official pro­ 
m ulgation in 1871. 
Secretary W hitney has ordered the re­ 
sum ption of work on tho battleship Texas, 
which was discontinued several m onths ago 
at the Norfolk navy yard to enable the de­ 
p artm ent to 
m ake new calculations of 
w eight, position of centre of gravity and 
trim of the vessel, which it was feared were 
not fully up to the designer’s statem ent. 
T he W est V irginia Senate failed to com­ 
plete its organization on Friday, and ad­ 
journed until Monday. A despatch from 
the State capital says th at the Democrats 
have no hope of organizing the body, and it 
is believed th a t Senator Carr, the Union 
Labor m em ber, will virtually have a w alk­ 
over for president when the tim e arrives. 
At Gilm an, near Seattle. W. T., early on 
Jan. 7. an italian, seeking revenge blew up 
Hie house of George Bodayla w ith dynam ite. 
Ti:e building was completely wrecked and 
two m en in it were killed. Mrs. Bodayla 
and a young daughter were fatally injured. 
and Mr. Bodayla had both legs blown off'. 
The Italian was subsequently caught and 
lj nched. 
The United States Court of Claim s has 
reported findings of facts in the French 
spoliation cases connected w ith the follow- 
ing-nam ed vessels: hosanna, Pollard, m as­ 
ter: Godfrey.Atkinson m aster; Sea Flower. 
Farley, m uster: America, 'low er, m aster; 
M inerva, Endicot t m aster, and Delight, 
H atch, m aster. They will be reported to 
Congress for action. 
Portsm outh, N. H., people were badly 
scared last week owing to the prediction of 
a m edium in Lynn, to the effect th a t the 
city was to be visited by a severe conragra- 
tion, which would destroy th e business por­ 
tion of the city. In some instances store­ 
keepers packed up their goods aud were 
prepared to move a t short notice in case of 
fire, but no fire occurred. 
The contending factions for the governor­ 
ship of the Chickasaw Nation have reached 
an agreem ent. Each chief agreed to sub­ 
m it his claim to the governorship to Secre­ 
tary Vilas and allow him to decide, both 
agreeing to abide by the decision. 
The 
contest has been iii progress now for three 
m onths, and has caused bloodshed aud hard 
feelings throughout tile Nation 
Secretary W hitney said on T hursday th at 
there can be no tru th in the report brought 
to New Y'ork by the steam er Claribel th a t 
vt Row fever has appeared on the U nited 
States steam er Galena in H aytian waters, 
for the reason th at he lias had at least two 
cable xnessa es from Rear Admiral Luc” 
w ithin the past week, and he says nothing 
w hatever about there being fever on the 
vessel. 
Dr. J. II. Nyer, a prom inent dentist of 
Hazelton, Penn., shot and killed his wile 
Monday, and then com m itted suicide by 
placing the muzzle of a revolver a t his tem ­ 
ple and sending a bullet into his brain. The 
deed was evidently a prem editated double 
suicide bv the doctor and his wife. The 
wife bad been an invalid for a num ber of 
years, and bad suffered considerably from 
an incurable diseaso. 
Rev. W illiam M artin died in Columbia, S.C. 
Friday, aged 8 2 years. He bad been anactive 
m inister in the M ethodist church for til 
years. In 1829, CO years ago. lie was s u t 
as a m issionary to the Creek Nation iii Ala­ 
bama, and had to travel 500 m iles on horse­ 
back, w ith library and w ardrobe in saddle­ 
bag. About the same tim e he did mission 
work in North Georgia, and w ith his own 
hands 
laui the foundation of the first 
church in th a t State, 
Mayor G rant of New Y’ork in his first 
message to the alderm en, m ade the reposi­ 
tion th a t tho aluihouses penitentiary, hos­ 
pitals, etc., on Blackwell's island be trans­ 
ferred toP elham P ark and the island turned 
into a public park. Pelham park is a largo 
tract of land in the annexed district, w hich 
was acquired for park purposes, hut which. 
as the Mayor rem arks, wilt hardly be avail­ 
able for such an object for some tim e to 
come, on account of its distance from the 
city lim its. 
The luneral of the Jato Eugene Irving 
W etherell. husband of E m m a Abbott, took 
place at Gloucester, Mass. 
Friday. The 
private service was held at the res:dence of 
his m otlier, aud the public service at the 
Congregational church. Rev. R. P. Hibbard 
officiating, w ith appropriate m usic by a 
m ixed quartet. A large num ber of rela­ 
tives and friends were present. There were 
m auv floral offerings from friends of the de­ 
ceased. A long line of carriages escorted 
the rem ains to Oak Grove cem etery for in­ 
term ent. 
P N, Pease of Des Moines. la., claim s to 
be the original inventor of th e telephone. 
He produces evidence to substantiate his 
claim , which will be investigated by the 
patent office. Pease honan experim enting 
w ith the transm ission of sound by elec­ 
tricity in 1855, and in 1857 bis efforts were. 
he claims, crowned w ith success. 
T hat 
year, he says, he filed a caveat iii the 
patent office, giving a description of his 
m achine under th e nam e of the electric 
m usical in stru m en t Later he perfected a 
telephone, aud in 1872 his invention was 
described in a book intitled “W onders of 
E lectricity.” 
In a store on Avon street, H artford. Conn., 
Friday m orning. Joseph David, a niilk- 
wagon boy. 17 years old. was engaged in a 
friendly scuffle w ith John Shugrue, a clerk 
in the store, aged 19. Shugrue opened the 
canli draw er, took 
out a revolver, and 
pointed it at David, when it was discharged 
th e bullet entering D avid’s brain, causing 
death iii a few moments. Shuufue had 
every reason to believe th a t the weapon 
was not loaded, but the proprietor of the 
store had put in ono cartridge a few days 
ago. Shugrue gave him self up at the police 
station.

The little 
craft w ithstood the pale for two dnys, but 
after th a t the wind blew a hurricane, and 
her sails were carried away. On Dec. 28 
th e wind subsided, but the crew found 
them selves drifting w ithout sails or spars. 
T he salt w ater had leaked into the fresh 
w ater cask and the provisions were w ater 
soaked. The greater part of their clothing 
had been washed awav, and thev were 
threatened w ith death from exposure. For 
l l days they drifted about, aud were finally 
rescued by t he schooner Jam es Wray.

Wray.
